POPULATION 


DISASTER AHEAD

WASHINGTON MPI — California was pictured 


Saturday as headed for disaster unless its fantastic 
rate of population growth is checked. 


If the present net gain of about 1,500 new resi- 


dents daily continues, th«re will be 1.5 billion peo- 
ple in California in 100 years, about half the present 
population of the entire planet. 


Congestion of such magnitude was described 


as "intolerable and impossible" by Robert Cook, 
president of the Population Reference Bureau, Inc. 
He said the p r o b l e m presents an unprecedented 
challenge to human ingenuity. 


The Population Reference Bureau is a private

nonprofit educational organization publishing iB- 
formation on population trends and their economic 
and social effects. 


Writing in the June issue of the bureau^ 


population bulletin, Cook said California's current 
19 million people already are faced with urgent 
housekeeping problems centering around "the basic 
essentials of existence—pure air and pure water 
for residential, industrial and agricultural use; suf- 
ficient land for living space; and the production of 
adequate energy to keep the whole complex oper- 
ative." 


California's Gov. Edmund G. Brown was un- 


available for comment on the report. However, an 
aide said to comment "would be ridiculous. We are 
very much aware of the population problem." 


He said a "come-in" tax suggested by Dr. Cook 


"would be unconstitutional on the face of it." 


Walter P. Hollmann, chief of population research 


section of the State Department of Finance, said: 


"Long before California's population problem 


gets as bad as Dr. Cook predicts, people will begin 
staying home. There will be nothing left to attract 
them. After all, we all love California, but if it's

SAIGON, Sunday UPi— 


Saigon turned from the 
war today to celebrate 
Armed Forces Day and 
the first anniversary of 
Premier Nguyen Cao Ky's 
military g o v e r n m e n t , 
which Ky said finds "no 
problem at all" in the 
remnants of Buddhist op- 
position. 


"We are over the hump." 


said Ky, an air vice mar- 
shal who has held the pre- 
miership longer than any 
man since the destruction 
of Ngo Dinh Diem's regime 
in 1963, and who proposes 
tn slay in for at least an- 
other year.

Buddhist-inspired unrest in 
the capital and in Hue, a 
former capital, were cou- 
pled with sweeping econom- 
ic decrees, including a 50% 
devaluation of t h e Viet- 
namese piaster to 118 to 
the dollar, aimed at halt- 
ing, war-born inflation.

OFF LIMITS TO JETS 
U.S. Discloses 
'Buffer Zone1 


WASHINGTON (M—U.S. officials have acknowledged 


that a buffer zone, 20 to 25 miles wide, along the border 
between North Viet Nam and Red China has been set off- 
limits for U.S. aircraft. 


Officials say the zone was established to avoid an 


inadvertent crossing into Red Chinese air space by U.S. 
jets. It is feared a violation of Chinese air space could 
spark an international incident and perhaps bring China 
into the war. 


Meanwhile, President Johnson affirmed Saturday at 


a news conference that U.S. planes will continue to hit 
"selected military targets" in North Viet Nam, to raise 
"the cost of aggression at its source." 


Officials interpreted the President's statement as af- 


firming that bombing will continue at its present level. 
They said there are no plans now to expand the bombing 
tn include Hanoi, the North Vietnamese capital, or Hai- 
phong, that country's principal port. 


Even if attacks were stepped up, officials said, there 


would be few worthwhile military targets to add to the 
list now being bombed. The off-limits zone at the China 
border contains few military targets, they said.

If the stalemate holds, a 


primary election contest ap- 
parently faces the party— 
something most party lead- 
ers have iried desperately 
to avoid. 


The two contenders re- 


mained short of the neces- 
sary 746 votes on the first 
four ballots, although Keith 
grabbed an early lead and 
crept steadily closer tn the 
magic number. 


But Keith lost ground nn 


the fifth ballot, slipping to 
a margin of fifiS to 43-1. 
Keith's high poinl was a 
lead of 680 to 418 on the 
fourth round.

LBJ Leaves Door Wide Open to Tax Boost 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 


President Johnson kept the 
door wide open Saturday to 
the possibility of an anti- 
inflation tax increase. 


He told a news confer- 


ence it is still too early 
to tell if one is needed. He 
asserted that members of 
his cabinet who have made 
conflicting statements on v 
the prospect of a hike are 
speaking only for them- 
selves. 


Johnson spoke out on the 


tax question after Com- 
merce Secretary John T. 
Connor and Treasury Secre- 
tary 
Henry 
11. 
Fowler 


earlier 
made 
conflicting 


statements on the probabili- 
ties of an increase. 


C o n n o r voiced belief 


there would be no request 
to Congress for a boost this 
session, although he noted 
that the President "was still 


studying the matter." 


Fowler said Friday, how- 


ever, that the possibility nf 
an increase is still open, 
depending on whether Con- 
gress adds too much spend- 
ing to Johnson's budget. 


Asked 
about 
this, 
the 


President commented: 


"Twenty-five years ago, I 


would have been concerned 
about what I have seen in 
quotations. 
I don't think 


any official is in a position 
lo state at this time . . . 
what the decision might be. 


"As for mo, I do not carp 


to speculate and I am not 
in a position to do so now. 
It. is best lo wait until the 
decision is made and an- 
nounce it." 


The prospect of a tax in- 


crease on individuals and 
corporations has been dis- 
cussed in government and 


business circles throughout 
the year as an economic 
weapon to curb inflation. 


The President said lie still 


is reviewing economic indi- 
cators to see whether the 
inflationary thrust has been 
dampened. 
He added that 


he must see the final figure 
on appropriations passed by 
Congress and the actual 
costs of the Viet Nam war 
before deciding on taxes.

interview. 


Colleagues in the nor- 


mally supersecret agen- 
cy wera happy to add 
their words of praise for 
the 53-year-old f o r m e r 
newsman, who now heads 
one of the U.S. govern- 
ment's biggest and most 
important organizations. 


President Johnson an- 


nounced at a news con- 
ference that retired Adm. 
William F. Raborn, t h e 
Polaris submarine devel- 
oper who took over as 
CIA chief following John 
A. McCone's departure a 
year ago, has decided to 
go back to his California 
home. 


Helms was raised to 


CIA's No. 2 spot under 
Raborn with the idea of 
grooming him for the top, 
$35,000-a-year job when 
t h e admiral departed, 
Johnson said. 


The 6 - foot- 1 - inch, 


brown-haired and brown- 
eyed Helms is, in a sense, 
the first career intelli- 
gence man to be prn- 
moted to Ihe top of the 
CIA. His most widely- 
known predecessor, Allen 
W. Dulles, had long ex- 
perience in intelli g e n c e 
work, but was also a 
lawyer before going on 
the CIA roster in 1951. 


Helms, a n a t i v e of 


Saint David's, Pa., in sub- 
urban Philadelphia, grad- 
uated from Williams Col- 
lege in 1935 with Phi 
Beta Kappa honors a n d 
o t h e r achievements, in- 
cluding his class presi- 
dency and editorship of 
the college newspaper. 


In 1935-37 he was a

spondent, and from 1937 
until 1942 he was nation- 
al 
advertising manager 


for the Indianapolis, Ind., 
Times. 


His government intelli- 


gence work began after 
he joined the U.S. Navy 
in World War II, as a 
lieutenant junior grade, 
he went with CIA's war- 
time predecessor — the 
Office of Strategic Serv-

ices — in August 1943. 


A f t e r his Navy dis- 


charge in 1946 he joined 
t h e W a r Department's 
strategic s e r v i c e s unit. 
From there he went to the 
C e n t r a l Intelligence 
Group, which in 1947 was 
formed into the CIA with 
Helms as a deputy di- 
rector.

mission for 20 years. • 


Nabrit, the first mem- 


ber of his race to serve

Atomic Energy -Commis- 
sion, is both a scientist 
and educator. A resident 
of Houston, he succeeds 
Mrs. Mary I. Bunting for 
a term expiring June 30, 
1970.

SKYHIGH PHONE SYSTEM * 
Space Satellites 
Lift U.S. Hopes

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla.—The seven satellite radio-relay 


stations orbiting the equator some 21,000 miles above the 
earth may be the greatest thing for voice communication 
since Alexander Bell invented the telephone, in the opin- 
ioij.'of a pleasant, unassuming Air Force colonel from 
Hermosa Beach. 


Col. Marion B. Gibson of the Air Force's Space Sys- 


tems Division at El Segundo, just can't say enough for 
the communications satellites which were blasted into 
orbit here Thursday by the Air Force's biggest booster, 
the Titan IIIC. 


However, he cautions that this is only the first install- 


ment on the global communications system. A second 
group of seven will be orbited in the fall and, if neces- 
sary, a third group will be launched next spring.

COL. 
GIBSON was summoned to Washington the 


day after the launch to appear at a press conference at 
which Air Force Secretary Harold Brown said that mili- 
tary comments to Viet Nam relayed by satellite system 
will begin in late summer. 


The jam-resistant satellites are a development of 


the WDL division of the Philco Corp. in Palo Alto. 


The Southland Air Force colonel, who has "babied" 


the communications satellite phase of the program since 
its inception, never left his control station in the huge 
control building here at Pad 41 from before dawn Thurs- 
day until shortly after 4:30 p.m., when telemetery indicat- 
ed the satellites were operationally perfect. 


EQUALLY as concerned at the site was another ex- 


Southlander, James Allen, former Independent, Press- 
Telegram military editor and now an executive with 
Philco's WDL Division. Allen was at the launch as a 
representative of Philco, prime contractor for the pro- 
gram. 


A third Southland resident, Col. David V. Miller of 


Palos Verdes, was program director for the Titan IIIC 
booster phase of the program. The Titan rocket performed 
perfectly for the launch, particularly its third or "tran- 
stage," which can be started and stopped in space. 


In order for the satellite to function as intended, It 


was necessary for the so-called transtage to perform 
perfectly. 


Six hours after launch, the transtage fired for the 


third time, which circularlized the orbit at 21,000 miles 
and changed the orbital inclination to zero degrees, or 
directly along the equator. 


Col. Gibson pointed out that when the necessary 


number of satellites are launched and placed in proper 
orbit, the U.S. will have sort of an orbiting military 
switchboard with extreme versatility. 


The .Southland colonel declined to discuss the jam- 


proof factor of the global military communications net- 
work, saying only that the system was jam-resistant. He 
added: 


"I SUSPECT if any of our enemies want to spend 


the tremendous amount of money necessary to jam one 
satellite, they might be able to do so. To jam more that 
one would run the cost and time so high it probably 
wouldn't be feasible." 


Gibson indicated the satellites would probably last 


"several years," receiving and transmitting on power 
received from their solar cells. 


To make It sort of a complete Southern California 


operation, even though it had Florida overtones, Maj. 
Gen. Ben I. Funk, commander of the Air Force's Space 
Systems Division, which had over-all responsibility for 
the launch, is also a resident of Palos Verdes.

Tanzerized' Nazis 
Picket Jewish Yets

Twelve uniformed members of the American Nazi 


Party rode around Edgewater Marina Inn for 90 minutes 
Saturday, protesting the statewide convention of the 
Jewish War Veterans. 


None of the Nazis left their pickup trucks to picket 


on foot, and none of the veterans — or other spectators 
— left the hotel grounds to challenge them. 


Many of the 250 veterans abandoned afternoon con- 


vention sessions to join a crowd of more than 100 in the 
parking lot while the Nazis circled the hotel. 


Ten motorcycle officers and five police patrol cars 


were also in the parking lot, other motor officers were 
stationed at nearby intersections and an unmarked car 
with two plainclothes detectives followed the Nazis 
throughout their demonstration.

THE NAZIS — one wearing the robes of a clergy- 


man — carried signs saying, "Nazis Fight Commies — 
Not So the Jews" and "Jews Fight Little Old Ladies in 
Tennis Shoes." 


Using a microphone and speakers mounted next to 


an American flag in one of the two trucks, they shouted 
anti-Jewish statements. 


At one point in the Nazi broadcast, passing cars 


spontaneously and simultaneously started honking their 
horns to drown them out. 


Hyman H. Haves, executive regional director of the 


Jewish War Veterans, said his organization would ask its 
Long Beach post to seek a municipal ordinance restricting 
the use of sound trucks "so we can prevent a repetition 
of this affront to the millions of Americans who bore 
arms against Hitler. 


"The Nazi party itself doesn't worry me," Haves 


said, "but they preach a violence and hatred, forces that 
lurk beneath the surface of life and can be stimulated 
to action."

California's vast social welfare system may never 


be the same again after the 17-day county social workers' 
strike that ended last weelt. 


In achieving what many regard as the beginnings of 


a collective bargaining relationship with the county, the 
social workers laid the groundwork for some profound 
changes in the practice of social work in the county 
and the state. 


The changes won't come overnight. But there's little 


doubt in the minds of some of the returning strikers that 
the changes are now almost inevitable. 


For with every consolidation of their power—and their 


power is obviously growing—the social workers can be 
expected to wield increasing influence over the entire 
welfare operation, particularly that part of the operation 
concerning the relationship between case worker and 
client.

THE KEY to their conviction lies in the understanding 


they'll be able to negotiate case loads as part of the 
collective bargaining process. 


This isn't spelled out in the back-to-work agreement— 


a letter written to the Social Workers Union Superin- 
tendent of Charities William A. Barr—but officials and 
members of Local 535 of the union feel certain it falls 
within the sense of the agreement. 


In the letter, Barr says he recognizes his "obligation 


to meet and confer with your representatives concerning 
employment conditions and employer-employe relations." 


The social workers take this to mean that Barr will 


negotiate with them, and that the term "employment 
conditions" means, among other things, case loads. 


The only question remaining—and it's a big one—is 


whether the Board of Supervisors will approve any settle- 
ment Barr may negotiate with the union.

SOCIAL workers feel their heavy case loads, and 


especially the enormous amounts of paper work they must 
do, have reduced them to mere investigators and clerks. 
And their resentment over it has been building for years. 


Moreover, they've been nursing hard feelings for a 


long time over what they consider the county's failure 
to recognize them as "professionals." 


"We are more than clerks," asserts Claudine Radi- 


sich, a supervising social worker in the Long Beach office 
of the Bureau of Public Assistance and one of the 1,100 
social workers who walked off their jobs June 1. 


Miss Radisich claims the issues of case loads and 


professionalism, in fact, had as much or more to do with 
the strike than money. 


(The social workers decided to walk off their jobs 


when the Board of Supervisors, having granted them an 
11% pay boost, withdrew it a few days later. The wage 
hike was finally Testored as part of the strike settlement.)

MISS RADISICH feels the strike has now given the 


social workers an opportunity to take an active hand in 
shaping welfare policy in California. 


"It's going to be a long, hard struggle, but at least 


we've established a position where we can be heard," sh« 
says. 


For years, she explains, California's welfare admin- 


istration has been operating in the .shadow of fear—the 
fear that the public would discover ineligible clients on 
the welfare rolls. "As a result, we've been forced to de- 


vote virtually all of our time trying to police not only 
the estimated 3% cases of fraud, but all the honest ones 
as well, the other 97%." 


For this reason, she says, welfare has lost its original' 


meaning. "Instead of assisting people, it's becoming a mere , 
policing operation. And 1 think that's really at the heart, 
of the strike. We're interested in taking a look at the pro-; 
gram and its administration in particular. We're interested • 
in doing social work."

SHE SAID the frustration at not being able to do the; 


job they were hired for has caused a 40% yearly turnover' 
among social workers. 


"The frustration, moreover, has carried over into our 


work, and, as a consequence, we're not helping our 
clients." 


She considers the result a deplorable waste of both 


human beings and money. "The taxpayers certainly aren't 
gelling their money's worth," she says. 


Currently, the average social worker carries a case- 


load of 60 clients under the Aid to Families of Dependent 
Children program (AFDC). "We see a client maybe foi'r 
times a year, and there are only two hours a week in which 
any of our clients can reach us by phone," she points out. 


Under the Old Age Security program (OAS), the case 


load goes up to 300. (Doth the AFDC and OAS figures are 
set by federal law.)

AT THE SAME time, the social workers labor under 


a "fantastic" burden of paper work. Miss Radisich speaks 
for most of her colleagues when she says that merely 
being relieved of the paper work would go a long way 
toward restoring welfare work to its original purpose. And 
this could easily be done by turning the paper work over 
to clerks, a switch that could be effected through nego- 
tiations with the Bureau of Public Assistance, she feels. 


This explains in part why the social workers placed 


such great emphasis during the strike on collective barf 
gaining rights. Having achieved those rights in a limited 
way through the strike, they feel they can go on from 


, there to win a voice in the shaping of welfare policy. 


As Miss Radisich says, it may be a long struggle, but 


the way has been opened.

Drug Users 
Few, Says 
Military 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 


Preliminary investigation has 
failed to produce evidence in 
support of charges voiced in 
Congress that use of narcotics 
is widespread in the armed 
forces, defense officials said 
Saturday. 


A check with Saigon 


showed that the Army in Viet 
Nam during the last year has 
had only 48 cases, involving 
about 60 men, in which pos- 
session or use of narticotics 
was alleged. 


The officials pointed out 


this is less than 1/20% of the 
troop at the war front. They 
added that none of the cases 
involved confirmed addiction; 
that most were merely expert 
mental. 


BY CONTRAST, Dr. Robert 


W. Baird, director of the New 
York's Haven Clinic, told the 
Senate juvenile delinquency 
subcommittee earlier this 
week "there are a minimum 
of 10,000 to 15,000 heroin and 
barbiturate addicts and easily

WASHINGTON (UPI)—The 


pest-killer DDT should be 
dropped from the Agriculture 
Department's list of recom- 
mended pesticides, according 
to 
Sen. Gaylord Nelson, D- 


Wis. 


He released Saturday copies 


of a letter to Agriculture Sec 
retary Orville L. Freeman in 
which he cited "the over- 
whelming evidence of damage 
to the environment and the 
dangers of DDT contamina 
tion of feed and food." 


Nelson said he discovered! 


with surprise that the de- 
partment's handbook No. 290, 
published in May, 1965, in- 
cludes 366 recommended uses 
of DDT, together with urgent 
warnings about its dangers. 
In 343 of these instances, less 
harmful pesticides also are 
recommended, he noted, ar- 
guing that new products on 
the market since May last 
year likely could replace DDT 
in all cases. 


"The government should be 


setting an example if we are 
to reduce the damage this 
harmful pesticide is causing," 
Nelson wrote. 


"This highly p e r s i s t e n t 


pesticide, although used com- 
mercially only a few years, 
now is found in the fatty tis- 
sues of organisims through- 
out the world. Heavy losses 
of fish and wildlife due to 
this contamination have been 
carefully documented." 


". . . It becomes highly con- 


centrated in fish and wildlife 
through biological magnifica- 
tion, becomes highly toxic in 
combination with other chemi- 
cals, is soluble in the fat of 
organisms, and is a broad- 
spectrum pesticide that kills 
friendly insects as well as 
target pests," he said.

South Viet Nam's "war 


within a war" raged on. 


For six straight 
days 


Buddhist-led, a n t igovern- 
ment demonstrators rioted 
in the streets of Saigon, 
burning American and Viet- 
namese vehicles, blocking 
thoroughfares and battling 
police officers and soldiers. 


On Saturday, a mob killed 


a policeman with his own 
revolver. Another 
officer 


was beaten and 
dragged 


into the Buddhist Institute 
compound. A 19-year-old 
Buddhist girl became the 
10th person to die by self- 
immolation. She lived for 
six hours, screaming 
in 


agony, after setting herself 
afire with gasoline. 


Buddhists tempers were 


fanned to fever-pitch Tues- 
day when Premier Nguyen 
Cao Ky announced that his 
military regime plans to 
limit the power of the con- 
stituent assembly to be 
elected in the fall and re- 
main in power well into 
1967.

IN THE northern provin- 


cial capital of Hue, spawn- 
ing ground of the revolt, the 
government continued its 
crackdown on dissidents by 
sending more troops there 
and declaring martial law. 
By Saturday, the govern-

tors were arrested. S o m e 
were jailed and some were 
taken to military camps to 
be trained to fight the Com- 
munist Viet Cong.

COURTENAY is 2'/4 years old-now. 


But she's already had more inside mo- 
ments with the President of the United 
States and his advisers than many a pol- 
itician. 


Johnson calls her a few times a week 


to chat. She rides in his helicopters, 
greets him at church, visits his ranch. 
And, not long ago she stood triumphant- 
ly on the front seat of the President's 
car while he drove. She discussed the 
passing countryside with him and his 
secretary of defense at Camp David. 


The sprightly little girl with soft brown 


hair and eyes holds her own with the 
tall man in the White House. When he 
asks her to do something, she just tells 
him "Wait a minute, Prez." 


Courtenay is acknawledged as the 


President's "favorite girl friend." He 
even has an album of pictures inscribed 
to her that way. It contains a continuing 
collection of photos of Courtenay and 
the President taken by Johnson's favor- 
ite official photographer, Yoichi Oka- 
moto.

C O U R T E N A Y ' S romance with the 


President started when she started to 
walk—and that was early, "about 9 or 


10 months," says her father, Jack Val- 
enti. 


Getting ready to leave his post as a 


top presidential adviser to become pres- 
ident of the Motion Picture Association 
of America with offices a few blocks 
away, Valenti said: 


"Whether the President sees me or 


not—this romance will go on." It will 
surmount all difficulties, geographical or 
otherwise, like any real romance, he 
predicted. 


Courtenay's parents first introduced 


her at the White House, where they al- 
ready had a big in. 


Father Jack had gone to work for 


Johnson the day he succeeded to the 
Presidency. And mother, Mary Margaret 
Wiley, had been Johnson's secretary for 
nine years on Capitol Hill before her 
marriage. 


When she was born in Houston, Tex., 


Oct. 30, 1963, Courtenay's parents gave 
her the middle name of Lynda in honor 
of the President.

Progressive 
Budget for 
Long Beach 


IN THESE DAYS of ever in- 


creasing taxes it is pretty much of 
a novelty when a major govern- 
mental budget is proposed that 
holds the tax line and still expands 
and carries on vital programs. Yet 
this is exactly what City Manager 
John R. Mansell has proposed in 
his annual budget presented last 
week to the City Council. 


Mansell suggested spending 


$43.1 
million for municipal pur- 


poses. Total for all purposes is 
$124.4 million, including tideland 
funds, harbor and utilities. 


Part of the reason for the ex- 


panded program is due to an in- 
come boost through normal in- 
creases in assessed valuation and 
additional subventions from state 
funds as well as additional oil rev- 
enue. 


* * * 
AS IN PAST YEARS, Mansell 


has kept the addition of new em- 
ployes to a minimum. He proposes 
the equivalent of 55 new positions 
—24 in police, 11 for beautification 
and park projects and the balance 
scattered throughout other depart- 
ments. 


The budget also calls for a 


healthy boost in pay for city work- 
ers, ranging from 2.7% to 8.1% 
and averaging about 3.7%. A num- 
ber of inequities in the pay sched- 
ule are corrected and new fringe 
benefits are contemplated, includ- 
ing a night differential and a larger 
contribution to health insurance 
protection.

Included in projects are beau- 
tification of entrances to the city, 
new modern street signs, dividing 
islands in streets and certain types 
of park facilities. These projects, 
incidentally, are scattered through- 
out the city and will tie in nicely 
with the shoreline development 
program which is well under way 
along our whole water front.

ANOTHER MAJOR PROGRAM 


scheduled for kick-off this year is' 
a concentrated five-year code en- 
forcement and public improvement 
plan under which residents of run- 
down neighborhoods will be able 
to secure low-cost federal loans 
and grants to improve their prop- 
erty. Tying in with this will be an 
open spaces park program in the 
central district of the city. 


There are many other facets of 


this lengthy and complex budget 
that will bring noticeable improve- 
ments in physical structures and 
in municipal services.

Millions Saved by One Suggestion

WASHINGTON—An elderly Wis- 


consin couple has saved U.S. taxpay- 
ers nearly $12 million dollars through 
a simple suggestion to a senator. 


Over four years ago, the couple 


wrote to Sen. William Proxmire, D- 
Wis., and inquired why there still was 
a law requiring gold backing for dol- 
lar bills now out of circulation. 


Proxmire said he checked with the 


Treasury Department and found that 
the law was immobilizing $100 million 
worth of gold and that this was cost- 
ins the government some $3 million 
annually in interest. 


The senator, who introduced legis- 


lation which freed the gold for more 
useful purposes, cites the old couple's 
letter as one type of legislative sug- 
gestion he's seeking in his "Ought to 
Be a Law" campaign in which he's 
asking taxpayers to recommend con- 
structive laws or repeal of outmoded 
acls.

should have an adequate opportunity 
to question suspects. 


"The current practice of incom- 


municado interrogation is at odds with 
one of our nation's most cherished 
principles — that the individual may 
not be compelled to incriminate him- 
self," Warren said for the court. 


Taking the opposite view, the four 


dissenting justices accused the ma- 
jority of launching "a hazardous ex- 
periment at a time when the crime 
rate in this country is a problem of 
growing concern." 


There was a similar split among 


law enforcement officials in initial 
reaction to the court's ruling. 


(Editor's Note: California Atty. 


Gen. Thomas C. Lynch reported that 
the rules laid down by the Supreme 


Court have been In effect throughout 
California for more than a year. Long 
Beach police have been following 
these rules for two years.) 


While a number of officials blasted 


the ruling, a substantial percentage 
claimed it was "nothing new" arid 
reflected existing practices in their 
departments. If this is true, feara 
about the court's action will have 
been only paper tigers.

IT IS HARD TO BELIEVE, how- 


ever, that police in more than a very 
few areas really have been telling 
suspects they can have a retained or 
free lawyer during any interrogation. 


It is equally difficult to believe 


that very many investigators really 
stop questioning when a suspect in- 
dicates "in any manner and at any 
stage of the process" that he wants 
a lawyer. 


This is now required, and the lim- 


itation probably will be the largest 
single burr for police in the new 
ruling.

McNamara who is in charge of 
public information for the Secre- 
tary^pf Defense has lost the con- 
fidence of most of the reporters 
who report the war in Viet Nam. 
He is Assistant Secretary Arthur 
Sylvester who at the time of the 
Cuban crises told reporters: "It is 
the inherent right of government 
to lie to save itself when faced 
with nuclear disaster." This col- 
umn carried this statement at the 
lime:

Now we find the newsmen, 


radio and television reporters in 
Viet Nam questioning that they 
are given all the facts about those 
military operations. But the re- 
porters also say the facts are being 
reported, but not with reasonable 
cooperation of the Defense Depart- 
ment. Sylvester is reported to have 
told the reporters, "Look, if you 
think any American official is go- 
ing to tell you the truth, then you 
are stupid." 


He now denies he used such 


language and blames the quotation 
on the reporters having had too 
many drinks. It is estimated by 
some of those present that Sylves- 
ter made his remarks under the 
same influence. It is a serious situ- 
ation when government spokesmen 
lose the confidence of the hundreds 
of men and women who must cover 
the news and whose jobs are de- 
pendent on a high degree of ac- 
curacy.

IT IS REASONABLE that the 


spokesman for the Defense Depart- 
ment should withhold information 
which would endanger the safety 
of the nation, or the men in the 
war zone. This is not denied by the 
reporters. But if they distrust the 
individual giving out the news over 
a long period the people at home 
have reason for concern. There is 
a feeling that Secretary McNamara 
is a brilliant man but that neither 
he nor his staff trusts the peo- 


pie's judgment Mr. Sylvester adds 
to this feeling. 


It is apparent many members of 


Congress have this feeling about 
McNamara. They feel he was arro- 
gant in deciding on the super plane 
TFX, and that the military men 
are reluctant to disagree with him 
as to how the war should be fought, 
or the weapons that are to be pro- 
vided. Because these are vital de- 
cisions involving the nation's safe- 
ty this lack of communications is 
a danger to our whole war and de- 
fense effort.

AGREEING that Mr. McNamara 


is brilliant and a man experienced 
in industry and its planning, there 
is a question as to whether his 
brilliance disregards the views of 
experienced military men. It is also 
disturbing to feel that he and his 
spokesmen may feel the people are 
not to be told what later becomes 
common knowledge by the report- 
ers and other citizens who visit or 
are assigned to the war area. 


There is an old saying that a 


thing must not only be right, but 
that it must look right if it is to 
be trusted by the people. The atti- 
tude of Sylvester over the last sev- 
eral years may be right, but it does 
not look right and thereby public 
confidence is being hurt. Mr. Syl- 
vester has shown himself to be ir- 
rational in statements and his atti- 
tude. It would seem wise that 
Secretary McNamara replace Syl- 
vester with a competent man who 
would hold the confidence of the 
people to whom he reports the war 
and defense news. Such a man was 
Pierre Salinger, who as press sec- 
retary to Presidents Kennedy and 
Johnson, held the confidence and 
respect of the news reporters. It is 
apparent these hundreds of report- 
ers do not have that confidence in 
Mr. Sylvester. The American peo- 
ple do not like manipulated news.

seen the President lately find him 
equally prone to talk to people rather 
than with them.

WASHINGTON—The nation's capi- 


tal is not the only place where con- 
flict of interest has to be rooted out. 


In Kansas, William Addington, a 


Republican candidate for governor of 
Kansas in 1960, has been caught by 
federal investigators shy 410,536 bush- 
els of wheat which he is supposed to 
store for the government. Addington 
has departed Kansas for Nevada, leav- 
ing behind some depleted grain bins, 
seme anguished creditors and a wife 
who remains as Republican national 
comniitleewoman from Kansas. 


Her husband has been one of the 


larger grain elevator operators in Kan- 
sas, with a 7.5 million bushel eleva- 
t'ir in Hutchinson. Out of this he sold 
over 400,000 bushels of wheat that 
belonged to the government, not him, 
and the bonding companies are now 
bei'ig called upon to make good about 
half a million dollars. 


Addington has been in trouble with 


the federal government before. He op- 
erates another grain elevator at Elk- 
hart, Kans., and on April 30, 1959, his 
license was suspended because of the 
deterioration of grain sorghum. After 
Addington had removed the rotted 
sorghum from his elevator, the Agri- 
culture Department reinstated his li- 
cense, August 13. 


But again, Oct. 3, 1962, he got into 


financial trouble, and his license was 
suspended. It was reinstated Jan. 9. 
1963. 


Recently his elevator at Elkhart 


has been caught with another short- 
age of about 1,500,000 pounds of grain 
sorghum. 


Addington has another grain ele- 


vator in Tucumcari, N. M., and one 
near Amarillo, Tex., plus extensive 
cattle ranches in Nevada. He has 
chosen Nevada as the place to live 
right now.

THE TEXAS GRAIN SCANDAL re- 


calls the fact that two officers of 
the Wichita Eagle have been under in- 
come tax investigation and their cases 
two years ago were recommended to 
Washington for criminal prosecution. 
So far no action. 


Jack Speer, former business man- 


ager of the Eagle, and Britt Brown, 
now vice president of the Eagle, were 
caught by IRS agents "trading adver- 
tising" for their own personal profit. 
IRS investigators found that Speer 
had acquired three speedboats, his 
three sons each had Thunderbirds and 
Corvettes, and he piloted his own 
plane. 


Brown lived in a beautifully fur- 


nished home; equipped a Jeep with 
special paraphernalia plus bucket seats 
to hunt coyotes; and purchased a 
troop carrier. 


Investigation showed that Speer had 


drawn an income of around $125,000, 
Brown around $95,000, by paying for 
their purchases through advertising.

perhaps even surpassed—by a younger brother's exploits 
in baseball.

baseball, football and basketball games he's seen follow- 
ing his boys all the way up from the playgrounds. 


"It gets to be quite exciting, going to all these 


"At Dodger Stadium people know we're 
Giant fans, of course, and it's kind of hard to conceal 
it, with your own son out there.

"But I like to think it helps the boys, showing them

SAN FRANCISCO —Al- 


though he managed to pull

Every Open Champ 


Isn't a Winner 


SAN FRANCISCO—In the long and colorful his- 


tory of the U.S. Open, one of the most sad episodes 
concerned Cyril Walker, the 1924 champion who was 
reduced to the role of a caddy in his final years. 


Walker scored a sensational victory in the 1924 Open 


at Dcrtoit's Oakland Hills. 


The last man to finish, he came in to boat out the 


great Bobby Jones . . . but Cyril always was the last to 
finish. 


He always will be remembered as the slowest of the 


slow players. Gary Middlecoff and Jack Nicklaus look 
like sprinters compared to the snail's pace Walker set. 


It got so bad that the other players refused to be 


paired with him or play behind him. They could get away 
with such orders in those days when tournaments were run 
much more loosely. 


Thus, you could always find a lonesome twosome 


bringing up the rear of the field—Walker and his scorer. 
Officials always sent Cyril off last. 


Walker was an Englishman who weighed in at only 


130 pounds. He was extremely confident ... as well as 
sarcastic. His sour attitude cost him many a friend and his 
slow play caused most of the other players to shun him. 


It is said that the only time he showed any speed is 


when he reached for a drink ... or grabbed a pair of dice. 
He was an authority on both subjects, but in the end a big 
loser to both. 


* * * * 


WHILE PLAYING A SHOT, Walker would walk as 


far as 150 yards to the green, test the grass, go back to 
his ball, feel the grass around it, pick up any paper around 
and then, always with a snarl on his face, would swing 
two or three clubs several times before selecting the one 
he intended to use. 


Cyril generally took over five hours to complete a 


round, when four was the average. 


But he was a fine golfer and played in the Open ev- 


ery year right up to 1937 when he hitch-hiked to Oak- 
land Hills from Florida to see Ralph Guldahl win the very 
title he had won there in '24. 


Walker first showed up in Florida in the early 1930s 


to become a caddy. He had been broke since the 1929 
stock market crash. 


A memorable scene is recalled by a veteran golf of- 


ficial here who was present one year before the start of 
the Miami Open. Bobby Cruickshank, the famed "Wee 
Scot," started toward the caddy shack to get a bag-toter 
when he was stopped by the shabby Walker, who was 
hardly recognizable. He looked like a man in his late 60s, 
yet was only in his early 40s. 


Cyril said something to Cruickshank . . . and after a 


moment, Bobby reached inlo his pocket and pulled out a 
few bills which he handed to Walker, then shook his head. 
Cyril finally turned around and slowly walked toward a 
refreshment stand and ordered a hot dog. Some say it was 
the first food he had eaten in two or three days. 


+ * * * 


ONE OF THE CLUB MEMBERS asked Cruickshank 


if Walker had wanted to caddy for him. 


"Yes," Bobby admitted, "hut nci former Open cham- 


pion is going to pack my bag. 1 have too much respect 
for him and I'll carry it myself before I'd let him do it." 


With a few drinks under his belt Cyril could re-play 


every shot in every tournament. He had tremendous re- 
call. 


He became a sort of "character" in Miami the few 


years he was there what with his precise English accent 
plus imaginary swings at a non-existent ball as he would 
walk down the street. 


What caused him to leave Florida and what happened 


after is rather hazy. 


But one evening he walked into the police station at 


Hackensack, N. J., sat down and a few minutes later died. 


As one observer re-creating the scene later wrote, 


"They said he played it as if he knew it was the final 
hole!"

In fact, Harvey says it would be the best and quickest

best courses and best players in action because he is busy 
trying to qualify on other courses. When he fails, as most 
do, he quickly moves on to the next qualifying trial. Thus 
he never personally sees the top players like Palmer, 
Nicklaus, Lema, Casper, Player."

How Can 


You Tag 
a Turtle? 


To determine whether 


the turtle airlift has been 
successful, scientists are 
seeking some way of per- 
manently marking or tag- 
ging baby turtles. 


When tagged adults turn 


up at nesting grounds tur- 
tlemen would be able to 
tell where they were re- 
leased and how long ago. 


No one has been able to 


devise a tag that will stay 
on a turtle for five or more 
years while it is growing 
and swimming in t h e 
ocean. The tag cannot in- 
terfere with movement or 
harm the animal in any 
way and must be easily 
noticeable.

Aging Inventor Still 
Looks for Top Ideas 


By ELLIOT ZWIEBACK 


While most men 87 yean old tend to look back 


on the past, Long Beach inventor Joseph P. Dietzler 
prefers to took to the future. 


A remnant of the bygone days when people in- 


vented conveniences simply because the need existed, 
Dietzler, of 735 E. Fifth St., has been an inveterate 
inventor all his life and proudly claims he has not 
worked for a salary since he was 21. 


Among the commonplace, yet practical, inven- 


tions which have evolved from his mind are a scissors- 
sharpener that fits onto a sewing machine, « movable 
metal rod that attaches to the underside of an ironing 
board upon which a housewife places the hot Iron 
while she is maneuvering the clothes, and a sanitary 
nondrip pouring spout for milk bottles. 


DIETZLER'S LATEST invention ia an apparatus 


which he says converts crude oil into natural gas. Al- 
though oil experts told him such a tiling could not be 
done, Dietzler went right on with his experiments. 


He said he has been working on the device for 


almost 50 years—constructing, experimenting and per- 
fecting it in his native Wisconsin, in Long Beach, or 
wherever he happened to be. He currently has set up 
shop in the rear of a building at 417 Olive Ave. 


"The improvements come from up here, however," 


he said, pointing to his head, "not from over there," 
pointing to the tub and two large metal objects hooked 
to a gas stove which perform the "impossible" by 
changing the oil into gas. 


* * * 
DIETZLER HAS ALWAYS been mechanically in- 


clined and, after obtaining "just enough education to 
know I was educated," he served as an experimental 
worker with such early automobile manufacturers as 
Haynes and Chrysler. 


He was what Madison Avenue would today term 


an "idea man"—lie had the ability to study the methods 
on which a particular firm operated and then to sug- 
gest ways in which it could maximize its profits. 


As he progressed from job to job, Dietzler became 


more and more conversant with a variety of subjects, 
and his inventive mind persistently registered data 
for use in future inventions. 


Dietzler said he solved the smog problem 20 years 


ago while working in a factory in Chicago. When 
local residents asked him to figure out a way to get 
rid of the factory exhaust that was burning their eyes, 
Dietzler discovered that the afflictive elements in the 
exhaust were eliminated when filtered through a liquid 
—such as water. 


* * * 
IN HIS ANTISMOG device, a graphite compound 


(whose ingredients are known only to him) filters the 
air as it passes through the carburetor so that the eye- 
burning components are eliminated. 


Dietzler claims his invention Is better than the 


antismog device now sold commercially. 


At 87, Dietzler says he still has a lot he wants 


to do for humanity. "I hope to live long enough to in- 
vent some of the things that are only ideas in my 
mind, because if I don't invent them, probably nobody 
will," he explained.

CAPE KENNEDY, Ha.—lite seven satellite radio-relay, 


stations orbiting the equator some 21,000 miles above the 
earth may be the greatest thing for voice communication 
sirfe Alexander Bell invented the telephone, in the opin- 
ion--' of a pleasant, unassuming Air Force colonel from 
Hefiuosa Beach. 


Col. Marion B. Gibson of the Air Force's Space Sys- 


tems Division at El Segundo, just can't say enough for 
the communications satellites which were blasted into 
orbit here Thursday by the Air Force's biggest booster, 
the Titan 11IC. 


However, he cautions that this is only the first install- 


ment on the global communications system. A second 
group of seven will be orbited in the fall and, if neces- 
sary, a third group will be launched next spring,

|- - COL. GIBSON was summoned to Washington the 
day after the launch to appear at a press conference at 
which Air Force Secretary Harold Brown said that mili- 
tary comments to Viet Nam relayed by satellite system 
will begin in late summer. 


The jam-resistant satellites are a development of 


the WDL division of the Philco Corp. in Palo Alto. 


The Southland Air Force colonel, who has "babied" 


the communications satellite phase of the program since 
its inception, never left his control.station in the huge 


» control building here at Pad 41 from before dawn Thurs- 


day until shortly after 4:30 p.m., when telemetery indicat- 
ed the satellites were operationally perfect. 


EQUALLY as concerned at the site was another ex-

work, saying only that the system was jam-resistant. He 
added: 


"I SUSPECT if any of our enemies want to spend 


the tremendous amount of money necessary to jam one 
satellite, they might be able to do so. To jam more that 


.. one would run the cost and time so high it probably 


wouldn't be feasible." 


Gibson indicated the satellites would probably last 


"several years," receiving and transmitting on power 
received from their solar cells. 


To make it sort of a complete Southern California 


operation, even though it had Florida overtones, Maj. 
Gen. Ben I. Funk, commander of the Air Force's Space 
Systems Division, which had over-all responsibility for 
the launch, is also a resident of Palos Verdes.

Tanzerized1 Nazis 
Picket Jewish Vets

Twelve uniformed members of the American Nazi 


Party rode around Edgewater Marina Inn for 90 minutes 
Saturday, protesting the statewide convention of the 
Jewish War Veterans. 


None of the Nazis left their pickup trucks to picket 


on foot, and none of the veterans — or other spectators 
— left the hotel grounds to challenge them. 


Many of the 250 veterans abandoned afternoon con- 


vention sessions to join a crowd of more than 100 in the 
parking lot while the Nazis circled the hotel. 


Ten motorcycle officers and five police patrol cars 


were also in the parking lot, other motor officers were 
stationed at nearby intersections and an unmarked car 
with two plainclothes detectives followed the Nazis 
throughout their demonstration.

THE NAZIS — one wearing the robes of a clergy- 


man — carried signs saying, "Nazis Fight Commies — 
Not So the Jews" and "Jews Fight Little Old Ladies in 
Tennis Shoes." 


Using a microphone and speakers mounted next to 


an American flag in one of the two trucks, they shouted 
anti-Jewish statements. 


At one point in the Nazi broadcast, passing cars 


spontaneously and simultaneously started honking their 
horns to drown them out. 


Hyman H. Haves, executive regional director of the 


Jewish War Veterans, said his organization would ask its 
Long Reach post to seek a municipal ordinance restricting 
the use of sound trucks "so we can prevent a repetition 
of. this affront to the millions of Americans who bore 
arms against Hitler. 


"The Nazi party itself doesn't worry me," Haves 


said, "but they preach a violence and hatred, forces tha 
lurk beneath the surface of life and can be stimulated 
to action."

California's vast social welfare system may never 


be the same again after the 17-day county social workers1 


strike that ended last week. 


In achieving what many regard as the beginnings of 


a collective bargaining relationship with the county, the 
social workers laid the groundwork for some profound 
changes in the practice of social work in the county 


nd the state. 


The changes won't come overnight. But there's little 


loubt in the minds of some of the returning strikers that 
he changes are now almost inevitable. 


For with every consolidation of their power—and their 


lower is obviously growing—the social workers can be 
xpected to wield increasing influence over the entire 
velfare operation, particularly that part of the operation 
concerning the relationship between case worker and 
client.

THE KEY to their conviction lies in the understanding 


they'll be able to negotiate case loads as part of the 
collective bargaining process. 


This isn't spelled out in the hack-to-work agreement— 


letter written to the Social Workers Union Superin- 


tendent of Charities William A. Barr—hut officials and 
members of Local 535 of the union feel certain it falls 
within the sense of the agreement. 


In the letter, Barr says he recognizes his "obligation 


to meet and confer With your representatives concerning 
employment conditions and employer-employe relations." 


The social workers take this to mean that Barr will 


negotiate with them, and that the term "employment 
conditions" means, among other things, case loads. 


The only question remaining—and it's a big one—is 


whether the Board of Supervisors will approve any settle- 
ment Barr may negotiate with the union.

SOCIAL workers feel their heavy case loads, and 


especially the enormous amounts of paper work they must 
do, have reduced them to mere investigators and clerks. 
And their resentment over it has been building for years. 


Moreover, they've been nursing hard feelings for a 


long time over what they consider the county's failure 
to recognize them as "professionals." 


"We are more than clerks," asserts Claudins Radi- 


sich, a supervising social worker in the I.ong Beach office 
of the Bureau of Public Assistance and one of the 1,100 
social workers who walked off their jobs June 1. 


Miss Radisich claims the issues of case loads and 


professionalism, in fact, had as much or move to do with 
the strike than money. 


(The social workers decided to walk off their jobs 


when the Board of Supervisors, having granted them an 
11% pay boost, withdrew it a few days later. The wage 
hike was finally restored as part of the strike settlement.)

MISS RADISICH feels the strike has now given the 


social workers an opportunity to take an active hand in 
shaping welfare policy in California. 


"It's going to be a long, hard struggle, but at least 


we've established a position where we can be heard," sha 
says. 


For years, she explains, California's welfare admin- 


istration has been operating in the shadow of fear—the 
fear that the public would discover ineligible clients on 
the welfare rolls. "As a result, we've been forced to de- 


vote virtually all of our lima trying to police not only 
the estimated 3% cases of fraud, but all the honest ones < 
as well, the other 97%." 


For this reason, she says, welfare has lost its original 1 


meaning. "Instead of assisting people, it's becoming a mere' 
policing operation. And 1 think that's really at the heart: 
of the strike. We're interested in taking a look at the pro-; 
gram and its administration in particular. We're interested; 
in doing social work."

She considers the result a deplorable waste of both 


human beings and money. "The taxpayers certainly aren't 
getting their money's worth," she says. 


Currently, the average social worker carries a case 


load of 60 clients under the Aid to Families of Dependent 
Children program (AFDC). "We see a client maybe foi'r 
times a year, and there are only two hours a week In which 
any of our clients can reach us by phone," she points out. 


Under the Old Age Security program (OAS), the case 


load goes up to 300. (Both the AFDC and OAS figures are 
set by federal law.)

AT THE SAME time, the social workers labor 


a "fantastic" burden of paper work. Miss Radisich speaks 
for most of her colleagues when she says that merely 
being relieved of the paper work would go a long way 
toward restoring welfare work to its original purpose. And 
this could easily be done by turning the paper work over 
to clerks, a switch that could be effected through nego; 


tiations with the Bureau of Public Assistance, she feels; 


This explains in part why the social workers placed 


such great emphasis during the strike on collective barj 
gaining rights. Having achieved those rights in 'a limited 
way through the strike, they feel they can go on from 
there to win a voice in the shaping of welfare policy. 


As Miss Radisich says, it may be a long struggle, but 


the way has been opened.

Drug Users 
Few, Says 
Military 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 


Preliminary investigation has 
failed to produce evidence in 
support of charges voiced fn 
Congress that use of narcotics 
is- widespread in the armed 
forces, defense officials said 
Saturday. 


A check with Saigon 


showed that the Amy in Viet 
Nam during the last year has 
had only 48 cases, involving 
about 60 men, in which pos- 
session or use of narticotics 
was alleged. 


The officials pointed out 


this is less than 1/20% of the 
troop at the war front. They 
added that none of the cases 
involved confirmed addiction; 
that most were merely experi- 
mental, 


BY CONTRAST, Dr. Robert 


W. Baird, director of the New 
.York's Haven Clinic, told the 
Senate juvenile delinquency 
subcommittee e a r l i e r this 
week "there are a minimum 
of 10,000 to 15,000 heroin and 
barbiturate addicts and easily 
100,000 marijuana smokers in 
the services." 


In a formal statement, the 


Defense Department said: 


"There is absolutely no evi- 


dence to substantiate the al- 
legation that there are '10,000 
to 15,000 heroin and barbitu- 
rate a d d i c t s in the armed 
forces and easily 100,000 mari- 
juana smokers.' 
. "The surgeons general of 
the military departments af 
firm there is no evidence of 
extensive use of these drugs 
in any of the armed forces. 
* * * * 


"WIDESPREAD use of 


marijuana or narcotics by 
members of the armed forces 
c o u l d not go undetected, 
either in the United States or 
overseas, because of the very 
nature of military service, 
which involves a close degree 
of supervision." 


Officials said all but two 


of the cases reported from 
Viet Nam involved either pos- 
session or smoking of mari- 
juana cigarettes.

pest-killer DDT should 
be 


dropped from the Agriculture 
Department's list of recom- 
mended pesticides, according 
to 
Sen. Gaylord Nelson, D- 


Wis. 


He released Saturday copies 


nf a letter to Agriculture Sec- 
retary Orville L. Freeman in 
which he cited "the over- 
whelming evidence of damage 
to the environment and the 
dangers of DDT contamina- 
tion of feed and food." 


Nelson said he discovered 


with 'surprise that the de 
partment's handbook No. 290, 
published in May, 1965, in- 
cludes 366 recommended uses 
of DDT, together with urgent 
warnings about its dangers. 
In 343 of these instances, less 
harmful pesticides also are 
recommended, he noted, ar- 
guing that new products on 
the market since May last 
year likely could replace DDT 
"in all cases. 


"The government should be 


setting an example if we are 
to reduce the damage this 
harmful pesticide is causing," 
Nelson wrote. 


"This highly p e r s i s t e n t 


pesticide, although used com- 
mercially only a few years 
now is found in the fatty tis- 
sues of organisims through- 
out the world. Heavy losses 
of fish and wildlife due to 
this contamination have been 
carefully documented." 
"... It becomes highly con 


centrated in fish and wildlife 
through biological magnifica 
tion, becomes highly toxic in 
combination with other chemi 
cals, is soluble in the fat o 
organisms, and is a broad 
spectrum pesticide that kills 
friendly insects as well as 
target pests," he said.

THE CUEVAS series is

In the matter of writing, 


they relate to the "Edge of 
Pop." Pop art is, in many 
ways, a reaction to abstract 
expressionism.

POP USES all devices to

Progressive 
Budget for 
Long Beach 


IN THESE DAYS of ever in- 


creasing taxes it is pretty much of 
a novelty when a major govern- 
mental budget is proposed that 
holds the tax line and still expands 
and carries on vital programs. Yet 
this is exactly what City Manager 
John R. Mansell has proposed in 
his annual budget presented last 
week to the City Council. 


Mansell s u g g e s t e d spending 


$43.1 million for municipal 
pur- 


poses. Total for all purposes is 
$124.4 million, including tideland 
funds, harbor and utilities. 


Part of the reason for the ex- 


panded program is due to an in- 
come boost through normal in- 
creases in assessed valuation and 
additional subventions from state 
funds as well as additional oil rev- 
enue. 
* * * 


AS IN PAST YEARS, Mansell 


has kept the addition of new em- 
ployes to a minimum. He proposes 
the equivalent of 55 new positions 
—24 in police, 11 for beautification 
and park projects and the balance 


' scattered throughout other depart- 


ments. 


The budget also calls for a 


healthy boost in pay for city work- 
ers, ranging from 2.7% to 8.1% 
and averaging about 3.7%. A num- 
ber of inequities in the pay sched- 
ule are corrected and new fringe 
benefits are contemplated, includ- 
ing a night differential and a larger 
contribution to health insurance 
protection.

Out of this program it is 
expected that the federal govern- 
ment will provide some $1.6 mil- 
lion. Included in projects are beau- 
tification of entrances to the city, 
new modern street signs, dividing 
islands in streets and certain types 
of park facilities. These projects, 
incidentally, are scattered through- 
out the city and will tie in nicely 
with the shoreline development 
program which is well under way 
along our whole water front.

ANOTHER MAJOR PROGRAM 


scheduled for kick-off this year is 
a concentrated five-year code en- 
forcement and public improvement 
plan under which residents of run- 
down neighborhoods will be able 
to- secure low-cost federal loans 
and grants to improve their prop- 
erty. Tying in with this will be an 
open spaces park program in the 
central district of the city. 


There are many other facets of 


this lengthy and complex budget 
that will bring noticeable improve- 
ments in physical structures and 
in municipal services.

Millions Saved by One Suggestion

WASHINGTON—An elderly Wis- 


consin couple has saved U.S. taxpay- 
ers nearly $12 million dollars through 
a simple suggestion to a senator. 


Over four years ago, the couple 


wrote to Sen. William Proxmire, D- 
Wis., and inquired why there still was 
a law requiring gold backing for dol- 
lar bills now out of circulation. 


Proxmire said he checked with the 


Treasury Department and found that 
the law was immobilizing $100 million 
worth of gold and that this was cost- 
ing the government some $3 million 
annually in interest. 


The senator, who introduced legis- 


lation which freed the gold for more 
useful purposes, cites the old couple's 
letter as one type of legislative sug- 
gestion he's seeking in his "Ought to 
Be a Law" campaign in which he's 
asking taxpayers to recommend con- 
structive laws or repeal of outmoded 
acts.

Now we find the newsmen, 


radio .and television reporters in 
Viet ~ Nam questioning that they 
are given all the facts ahout those 
military operations. But the re- 
porters also say the facts are being 
reported, but not with reasonable 
cooperation of the Defense Depart- 
ment. Sylvester is reported to have 
told the reporters, "Look, if you 
think any American official is go- 
ing to tell you the truth, then you 
are stupid." 


He now denies he used such 


language and blames the quotation 
on the reporters having had too 
many drinks. It is estimated by 
some of those present that Sylves- 
ter made his remarks under the 
same influence. It is a serious situ- 
ation when government spokesmen 
lose the confidence of the hundreds 
of men and women who must cover 
the news and whose jobs are de- 
pendent on a high degree of ac- 
curacy. 


* * * 
IT IS REASONABLE that the . 


spokesman for the Defense Depart- 
ment should withhold information 
which would endanger the safety 
of the nation, or the men in the 
war zone. This is not denied by the 
reporters. But if they distrust the 
individual giving out the news over 
a long period the people at home 
have reason for concern. There is 
a feeling that Secretary McNamara 
is a brilliant man but that neither 
he nor his staff trusts the peo- 


gant in deciding on the super plane 
TFX, and that the military men 
are reluctant to disagree with him 
as to how the warshouldbefought, 
or the weapons that are to be pro- 
vided. Because these are vital de- 
cisions involving the nation's safe- 
ty this lack of communications is 
a danger to our whole war and de- 
fense effort. * * * 


AGREEING that Mr. McNamara 


is brilliant and a man experienced 
in industry and its planning, there 
is a question as to whether his 
brilliance,disregards the views of 
experienced military men. It is also 
disturbing to feel that he and his 
spokesmen may feel the people are 
not to be told what later becomes 
common knowledge by the report- 
ers and other citizens who. visit or 
are assigned to the war area. 


There is an old saying that a 


thing must not only be right, but 
that it must look right if it is to 
be trusted by the people. The atti- 
tude of Sylvester over the last sev- 
eral years may be right, but it does 
not look right and thereby public 
confidence is being hurt. Mr. Syl- 
vester has'shown himself to be ir- 
rational in statements and his atti- 
tude. It would seem wise that 
Secretary McNamara replace Syl- 
vester with a competent man who 
would hold the confidence of the 
people to whom he reports the war 
and defense news. Such a man was 
Pierre Salinger, who as press sec- 
retary to Presidents Kennedy and 
Johnson, held the confidence and 
respect of the news reporters. It is 
apparent these hundreds of report- 
ers do not have that confidence in 
Mr. Sylvester. The American peo- 
ple do not like manipulated news.

Later he received a group of Aus- 


tralian businessmen but took the play 
away from their affairs by making it 
the occasion of a gesture of amity to- 
ward his most persistent Viet Nam 
critic. Chairman J. W. Fulbright of

mittee. 


The President looks well. He speaks 


with fire and conviction. He is often 
emotional and impassioned. One re- 
porter could not escape the conviction 
that had Mrs. Johnson been present 
then, she would have twiched his coat 
and murmured, "Relax, dear."

WASHINGTON—The nation's capi- 


tal is not the only place where con- 
flict of interest has to be rooted out. 


In Kansas, William Addington, a 


Republican candidate for governor of 
Kansas in 1960, has been caught by 
federal investigators shy 410,536 bush- 
els of wheat which he is supposed to 
store for the government. Addinglon 
has departed Kansas for Nevada, leav- 
ing behind some depleted grain bins, 
seme anguished creditors and a wife 
who remains as Republican national 
committeewoman from Kansas. 


Her husband 1ms been one of the 


larger grain elevator operators in Kan- 
sas, with a 7.5 million bushel eleva- 
tor in H>itchinson. Out of this he sold 
over 400.000 bushels of wheat that 
belonged to the government, not him. 
and the bonding companies are now 
being called upon to make good about 
half a million dollars. 


Addington has been in trouble with 


the federal government before. He op- 
erates another grain elevator at Elk- 
hart, Kans., and on April 30, 1859, his 
license was suspended because of the 
deterioration of grain sorghum. After 
Addington had removed the rotted 
sorghum.from his elevator, the Agri- 
culture Department reinstated his li- 
cense, August 13. 


But again, Oct. 3, 19G2, he got into 


financial trouble, and his license was 
suspended. It was reinstated Jan. 9. 
1963. 


Recently his elevator at Elkhart 


has been caught with another short- 
age of .about 1,500,000 pounds of grain 
sorghum. 


Addington has another grain ele- 


vator, in Tucumcari, N. M., and one 
near Aniarillo, Tex., plus extensive 
cattle ranches in Nevada. He has 
chosen Nevada as the place to live 
right now.

THE TEXAS GRAIN SCANDAL re- 


calls the fact that two officers of 
the Wichita Eagle have been under in- 
come tax investigation and their cases 
two years ago were recommended to 
Washington for criminal prosecution. 
So far no action. 


Jack Speer, former business man- 


ager of the Eagle, and Britt Brown, 
now vice president of the Eagle, were

Having served in Viet Nam for the 


past 11 months and reading stateside 
papers, questions come up in my mind.

As much as the ser- 
vicemen regret to come to South Viet 
Nam, they don't let this blind them 
from seeing the reasons. 


I believe as much as anyone over 


here that we should support these 
people. We may not be quite firm 
enough with our support or maybe 
we are approaching in the wrong man- 
ner, but then I'm no expert. The sup- 
port from most of the people of the 
U.S. helps out. The support of the 
rest of the people (protesters) would 
help even more.

—Don't ride side-saddle. 


Make your passenger strad- 
dle the pillion seat. 


—Wear a safety helmet. 
—Use the rear brakes to

—When turning, don't ac- 


celerate until you are com- 
ing out of the bend.

good position.again." 


Meanwhile, Casper was

SAN FRANCISCO—In the long and colorful his- 


tory of the U.S. Open, one of the most sad episodes 
concerned Cyril Walker, the J924 champion who was 
reduced to the role of a caddy in his final years. 


,' Walker scored a sensational victory in the 1924 Open 


at Derloit's Oakland Hills. 


The last man to finish, he came in to heat out the 


great Bobby Jones . . . but Cyril always was the last to 
finish. 


He always will be remembered as the slowest of the 


,ilow players. Cary Middlecoff and Jack Nicklaus look 
like sprinters compared to the snail's pace Walker set. 


It got so bad that the other players refused to be 


paired with him or play behind him. They could get away 
with such orders in those days when tournaments were run 
much more loosely. 


Thus, you could always find a lonesome twosome 


bringing up the rear of the field—Walker and his scorer. 
Officials always sent Cyril off last. 


Walker was an Englisliman who weighed in at only 


130 pounds. He was extremely confident . . . as well as 


. sarcastic. His sour attitude cost him many a friend and his 


slow play caused most of the other players to shun him. 


It is said that the only time he showed any speed is 


when he reached, for a drink ... or grabbed a pair of dice. 
He was an authority on both subjects, but in the end a big 
loser to both. 


* * * * 


WHILE PLAYING A SHOT, Walker would walk as 


'. far as 150 yards to the green, test the grass, go back to 
his ball, feel the grass around it, pick up any paper around 
and then, always with a snarl on his face, would swing 
two or three clubs several times before selecting the one 
he intended to use. 


Cyrl! generally took1 over five hours to complete a 


round, when four was the average. 


But he was a fine golfer and played in the Open ev- 


ery year right up to 1937 when he hitch-hiked to Oak- 
land Hills from Florida to see Ralph Guldahl win the very 
title he had won there in '24. 


••• Walker first showed up in Florida in the early 1930s 


lo become a caddy. He had been-broke since the 1929 
stock market crash. 


A memorable scene is recalled by a veteran golf of- 


ficial here who was present one year before the start of 
the Miami Open. Bobby Cruickshank, the famed "Wee 
Scot," started toward the caddy shack to get a bag-toter 
when he was stopped by the shabby Walker, who was 
hardly recognizable. He looked like a man in his late 60s, 
yet was only in his early 40s. 


Cyril said something to Cruickshank . . . and after a 


moment, Bobby reached into his pocket and pulled out a 


' few bills which he handed to Walker, then shook his head. 


Cyril finally turned around and slowly walked toward a 
refreshment stand and ordered a hot dog. Some say it was 
the first food he had eaten in two or three days. 
* * * * 


ONE OF THE CLUB MEMBERS asked Cruickshank 


if Walker had wanted to caddy for him. 


"Yes," Bobby admitted, "but no former Open cham- 


pion is going to pack my bag. 1 have too much respect 
for him and I'll carry it myself before I'd let him do it." 


With a few drinks under his belt Cyril could re-play 


every shot in every tournament. He had tremendous re- 
call. 


He became a sort of "character" in Miami the few 


years he was there what with his precise English accent 
plus imaginary swings at a non-existent ball as he would 
walk down the street. 


What caused him to leave Florida and what happened 


after is rather hazy. 


But one evening he walked into the police station at 


. Hackensack, N. J., sat down and a few minutes later died. 


As one observer re-creating the scene later wrote, 


; "They said he played it as if he knew it was the final 
hole!"

courses 
traditionally are 


seasidelinks — g r a s s-cov- 
ered and wind-swept sand 
dunes mostly treeless. 


Originally, the land now 


covered by thetwo Olympic 
courses between the Pacific 
Ocean and Lake Merced 
(San Franciso reservoir) 
was largely sand dunes and 
nearly treeless, too. 


But when Lakeside was 


first built in 1900, a vast 
planting program was start- 
ed early. As a result, there 
are some 43,000 trees on 
Olympic's 382 acres. 


About 30,000 of them are 


at Lakeside where the U.S. 
Open is being played. The 
others are on the Ocean 
course, which was opened 
in 1924 after the Olympic 
Club had purchased the 
acreage in 1922. 


The trees are so thick

SOMETHING old has been 
" added under the indent 
redwoods of Mendocino 
County, In north coastal 
California. 


In w h a t the California 


Western Railroad describes 
as its "great leap backward" 
steam is replacing dlesel as 
the star tourist draw west 
of Willits. 


California Western, a log- 


ging line since 1885, last 
summer augmented Its wild- 
ly popular "Skunk" dlesel 
tramcars with a sparkling 
vermilion-and-gold 'steam lo- 
comotive and four tum-of- 
the-century chair cars. Once- 
a-day service between Ft. 
Bragg and Willits resumed 
May 28 after a winter lay- 
off, to run through Sept. 18, 
with round-trips on the 
weekends of Sept. 24 and 
Oct. 30. 
. 


Behind this plush retro- 


gression Is the public's in- 
satiable desire to ride once 
more behind an Iron Horse. 
CWRR junked its steam pas- 
senger trains in 1925, re- 
placed them with a self- 
propelled diesel car over, the 
40-mile corkscrew to the 
Coast. 
H o g g e r s, crum 


bosses, parlor boys and pin- 
heads (railroadese for en- 
gineers, conductors, flagmen 
and brakemen) scoffed at 
the ungainly dlesels, said 
their fumes smelleVl worse 
than a skunk. But the line 
made capital of the scorn- 
ful nickname. The Skunks 
attracted 40,000 passengers 
a year, to the confusion of 
the railroad owners, who 
really wanted to be In the 
freight business. 


IN THE SUMMER, hun- 


dreds of eager rail fans— 
many of them from as far 
away as Australia and 
Greece—lined up for tickets 
in Fort Bragg and Willits. 
So great were the com- 
plaints 
from 
those who 


failed to find a place that 
in 1963 CWRR General Man- 
ager Frank H. Sturges or- 
dered a fourth self;propelled 
"Skunk," 
a 57-passenger 


model which formerly oper- 
ated over the Aberdeen & 
Rockfish RR in North Caro- 
lina. 


This addition orily whetted 


the public appetite. .Articles 
on the Skunk appeared in na- 
tional magazines and big 
newspapers. 
Railroad 
pa- 


tronage grew to 50,000 a 
year, then 60,000. 


Faced with, a profitable 


passenger operation, with 
floods of round trips at 
$3.45-per, the CWRR turned 
around and went big-time. 
Sturges resurrected a Mi- 
kado super-heated steam 
"lokey" up In Medford, Ore., 
found four passenger cars 
on the Erie & Lackawanna, 
and CWRR went back into 
high iron. 


This time the railroad de- 


cided to' do the job up 
brown. Sturges and his boss 
Russell Johnson, third gen- 
eration president of the 
giant Union Lumber Com- 


pany, which built the line 
with Chinese labor back in 
the '80s, hired Designer 
Walter Landor to make a 
nostalgic Victorian vehicle 
of the steam train. 


LANDOR WENT to work 


w i t h a lavish paint-pot. 
Vermilion-and-black, beige- 
and-gold, "Old 
45" now 


chugs her 80 miles a day, 
leaving Ft. Bragg at 10 a.m., 
returning from Willits at 
2:25 p.m. to complete her 
"candy run" at 4:40. Round 
trips are $4.50 now, $3 one 
way (children half-fare). 


Through 
towering 
red- 


woods and over more hair- 
pin bends and trestles than 
any short railroad, the new 


"Super Skunk" hauls 300 
•delighted passengers at a 
clip. Engineer Bill Munson 
tugs at the whistle cord and 
Old 45 "wears a feather" of 
steam at ecstatic intervals. 


Pert hostesses in airline 


blue use a public-address 
system to describe the bosky 
beauties of Pudding Creek, 
point out the former Scout 
camp now c a l l e d only 
"Lost," where a colony of 
artists from coastside Men- 
docino woos the muse be- 
side the Noyo River, secure 
from worldly interruptions. 


The Skunks in fact are 


the only means of outside 
access 
to a considerable 


rural population. Down the 
steep redwood valleys few 


Called by some "a great leap backward," 
an old steam train now serves the CWRR. 


roads pcnei/atc. Over the 
years, trackside dwellers 
have come to depend on the 
train to deliver life's neces- 
sities. It's a smile-provok- 
ing sight to see the engineer 
pull up at a remote shelter 
in the woods and deliver a 
carton of groceries to a 
grateful housewife. 


FOR SHUTTERBUGS, the 


trip o f f e r s extraordinary 
bonuses. Starting from Fort 
Bragg, the route's first four 
miles wind along Pudding 
Creek, a marshy backwater 
filled with herons and water 
lilies. 
After 
a surprising 


tunnel, the rails parallel the 
redwood-lined 
Noyo River 


for another 17 miles until ft 
water stop at Northspur. On 
this section sre a half-dozen 
picturesque i r e s t i e s and 
bridges. 


Just east of Nnrihspur the 


roadbed begins to tilt up- 
ward. There are countless 
hairpin turns and switch- 
backs, and in one stretch, 
It takes eiphi miles of track 
to cover a mile and a half. 
Finally the top of the grade 
Is reached at a station ap- 
propriately named Summit, 
1,740 feet above sea-level,

THE LAST i m p o r t a n t 


breeding ground of the green 
turtle in the western Carib- 
bean is the black sand beach 
at Tortugero, Costa Rica. 
Every spring the 200 to 5.00- 
pound females mate in the 
surf then drag themselves up 


on the beach to bury 100 or 
so eggs. 


After about two months, 


the eggs hatch in the sun- 
warmed sand and the beach 
is filled with thousands of 
tiny turtles flippcring their 
way to the sea. Those that 
do not wind up in the claws 
of crabs or the teeth of dogs, 
disappear out to sea. No one 
sees them again until they 
return to the same beach to 
mate and-nest. 


Dr. Car, who spent many 


years in the jungles and for- 
ests of Latin America and 
Africa, has written several 
books. One, "The Windward 
Road," sparked the forma- 
tion of. the Caribbean Con: 
srevation Corp. and the ef- 
fort to save the green tur- 
tle.

Carr and the CCC have 


established a turtle hatchery 
at Tortugero, and the babies 
that the Navy distributes 
all over the Caribbean come 
from this hatchery. Every 
September - October s i n c e 
1961, Navy planes c a r r y 
hatchlings to some 22 differ- 
ent locations from Florida to 
Colombia and the Bahamas 
to Granada. They are turned 
loose on the beaches or off- 
shore and swim out to sea. 


The CCC hopes the young 


turtles will think they were 
born at these places instead 
of Tortugero.and will return 
here as adults to mate and 
nest. If they do new breed- 
ing colonies will spring up 
all over the Caribbean, pro- 
tected by conservation laws, 
the succulent reptiles once 
again may save millions from 
hunger and protein starva- 
tion.'

How Can 
You Tag 
a Turtle? 


To determine whether 


the turtle airlift has been 
successful, scientists are 
seeking some way of per- 
manently marking or tag- 
ging baby turtles. 


When tagged adults turn 


up at nesting grounds tur- 
tlemen would be able to 
tell where they were re- 
leased and how long ago. 


No one has been able to 


devise a tag that will stay 
on a turtle for five or more 
years while it is growing 
and swimming in t h e 
ocean. The tag cannot in- 
terfere with movement or 
harm the animal in any 
way and must be easily 
noticeable.

tag turtles, contact Prof. 
Archie Carr and his col- 
leagues at the University 
of Florida.

The peoples of Caribbean 
countries are very impressed 
that the Navy is helping to 
save a food resource solely 
for their benefit. 


. It has also made many of 
the local governments con- 
servation conscious and they 
are passing laws to protect 
turtles. 


THE U.S. NAVY is inter- 


ested in green turtles for 
another reason. They evi 
dently make long migrations 
between feeding and nest- 
ing grounds, crossing more 
than a thousand miles of 
shifting, unmarked ocean 
and making landfall on tiny 
isolated beaches. The Navy 
would.like to know how they 
do it because it has officers 
who can't navigate that well 
even with the help of instru- 
ments and almanacs. 


Hatchlings also have been 


distributed tn experimental 
turtle ranches in Florida, 
the Bahamas, Grand Cayman 
and Mexico. Placed in fenced 
enclosures they graze on 
turtle grass and seaweed. 


Four experimental ranches, 


one of them owned by Sen- 
ator John M. Spottswood, 
have been started in Florida. 
Should these pilot projects 
become commercially suc- 
cessful they will take the 
increasing pressure off .wild 
stocks.

were advertising their automobile-juice at 
15.9 cents per gallon with the small nota- 
tion that the price does not include tax. 


The reasons for a gasoline was, such as 


the one that ended last week, are 
obscure, but few motorists are Interested in 
the reasons just so long as the price-cut ting 
procedure takes place every c o u p l e of 
months. And woe to the motorist who is 
caught with an empty tank when the signs 
come down and the price goes back to 
normal. 


Today's gasoline marketing practices 


are open to heated debate, but one thing 
that is generally agreed upon is the in- 
dustry has outstripped most others in of- 
fering its product to the consumer. 


If a barrel of crude oil yielded no more 


gasoline today than in 1904, four out of 
five cars would be without fuel. If the price 
of gasoline had followed other retail prices 
since 1918, Southern California motorists 
would he paying at least 60 cents a gallon. 


ALTHOUGH THE commercial oil boom 


began in 1859 with the Pennsylvania dis- 
covery of Drake's well, the use of crude oil 
was not new. In the late 1840's Samuel M. 
Kier began bottling the oil found in salt 
wells and offered it as a remedy for virtual- 
ly all human ailments. To Improve the ap- 
pearance of his "medicine," he arranged a 
small still using a one-gallon iron kettle. 
In 1854 he discovered that oil could be re- 
fined and that the product would burn as 
well as whale oil which was used to light 
many homes. 


A huge market for kerosene was wait- 


in" for Drake's important discovery well on 
Aug. 
27, 1859. The Black Gold Rush had 


begun. 


After 40 years of prosperity the oil in- 


dustry was threatened with disaster. Elec- 
tricity was invading the illuminative mar- 
ket. The future of the petroleum industry 
looked gloomy. There was one promising 
development. 


The internal combustion engine was be- 


ing perfected and it was found that gaso- 
line, a waste product and a nuisance in the 
production of kerosene, would provide the 
explosive force needed to drive the pistons. 
This new engine might replace the steam 
engine as an energy source but still oilmen 
joined buggy and carriage makers in scoff- 
Sund.y, Jun* 12, 1966 
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ing at the four automobiles operating in 
the United States in 1896. 


WITHIN A FEW years the horseless 


carriage had created another major prob- 
lem, 
the oil industry c o u l d not refine 


enough gasoline to meet the demand. 


In 1904 a 42-gallon barrel of crude oil 


produced 20 gallons of kerosene but only 
four gallons of gasoline. 


In 1906, just a year before the introduc- 


tion of the Model T, Dr. William M. Burton 
began work on a new refining process. In- 
stead of boiling the crude oil, he applied 
pressure and heat. These vapors were fed 
into a tower where the various gases were 
separated. 


This new process doubled the gasoline 


yield from a barrel of crude. By 1911 the 
industry was able to meet the fuel needs of 
the 600,000 automobiles that had been man- 
ufactured. 


In the same year gasoline out-sold kero- 


sene for the first time in the United States. 


Today's bargain price at the gasoline 


pump is possible because of volume and 
constantly improving technology providing 
better methods and equipment. 


Exploration for oil once depended upcn 


oil slicks or a diviner holding the ends of 
a forked stick. Today's oil hunter uses 
aerial photographs and seismic recordings 
to predict the locations of underground 
pools. 


The surface symbols of oil production 


have changed from the wooden derrick to 
the stronger, fireproof steel tower. 
The 


steel derricks have been replaced by port- 
able rigs, while in city and suburban areas 
the modern drilling rig is disguised as a 
modern office building. 


From the simplest oil well flowing to 


the surface from its own gas pressure to 
the most modern, compact hydraulic pump 
screened by a small clump of shrubbery, 
crude oil is fed into storage tanks and pipe- 
lines.

wells and 21 water injection wells. A large 
battery of computers and controls super- 
vises and programs all production and 
testing. 


From the field the crude oil goes to the 


refinery where today's bargain 
gasoline 


price is made possible. In 1918 the cost of 
a barrel of crude was $1.22; today it Is 
nearly $3. In 1918 the barrel produced lO'/i 
gallons of gasoline, today the yield is 19 
gallons. Only two gallons of kerosene Is 
refined from an average barrel now. Th9 
remaining 21 gallons is refined into many 
saleable products. Fuel oil, wax, jet fuel, 
lubricating oil, asphalt and road oil ar» 
only a part of the barrel's refined output. 


The early automobile owner purchased 


his gasoline in five-gallon cans. He filtered 
it through pieces of chamois before pour- 
ing it into the car's tank. The first service 
stations opened for business in 1907 in 
Seattle, St. Louis and Dallas. 


MORE GASOLINE is sold in the Los 


Angeles-Long Beach area than in any other 
county area in the nation. More gasoline 
is sold in California than in any other state. 
California consumes 40% more gasoline 
than either New York or Texas. It uses 
twice as much gasoline as does Ohio, Penn- 
sylvania ov Illinois. 


In 1918, the year before Oregon ini- 


tiated the first state gasoline tax as a way 
of building and maintaining its roads, the 
average price in the United States was 25 
cents per gallon. Nearly a half century later 
the average price (exclusive of taxes) has 
dropped to 20 cents. 


TODAY THE corner service station is 


the dispenser of quick, usually smiling ser- 
vice. The regular grade fuel from its com- 
puting pump is superior to the premium 
grade of 15 years ago. 


Yesterday's prices and today's quality 


fuel are a bargain, even without the bonus- 
es of clean windows, litter bags, free air, 
clean rest rooms, cold water and trading 
stamps. 


And even without price wars.

finished work.

Sollazzini and Sons In Flor- 
ence, I t a l y , to create an 
exact duplicate of Michel- 
angelo's David, perhaps art's 
most perfect niale figure, 
sculpted in 1501-03 for the 
city of Florence. Working 
with Carrara marble, from 
the same quarry that Mich- 
elangelo used, the modern 
sculptors spent months re- 
producing David, then, half- 
way through, discovered a 
flaw in the marble and start- 
ed again. 


The perfect reproduction 


finally arrived at the Palace 
of Living Art. 


The 18-foot statue was 


placed on its pedestal, all 
soaring to a regal 23-foot 
height.

in Malaga Cove Plaza, Palos 
Verdes F.states, was dedi- 
cated Feb. 16, 1930. the vex- 
ing problem of whether to 
leaf or not to leaf has, from 
time to time, harried city 
officials. 


THE ELABORATE foun- 


tain, replica of one made 
in Bologna, Italy, in 1563, 
is described in the Palos 
Verdes Bulletin of February, 
1930: 


"The fountain presents a 


vigorous life-sized figure of 
Neptune with his trident, 
facing the sea, his foot on 
a dolphin under which there 
are three successive pedes- 
tals with cupids, seahorses 
and genii spouting water 
into large shells and on the 


lower pedestal at each cot 
ner s i r e n s or mermaids 
astride large dolphins which 
spout jets of water in the 
air from their nostrils into 
a large basin." 


Legend has it that shortly 


after the dedication, con 
servatives, deciding t h e y 
were being outraged, "de 
manded—and finally gut—,. 
fig leaf for Neptune. 


"I'm sure it wasn't there 


originally," said Pat Gribbin 
manager of Palos Verdes 
Homes Assn. "Adehl Stehl 
city clerk, and I checked old 
pictures with the stronges 
magnifying glass we could 
find and it certainly looks 
like there wasn't a leaf." 


But, the story goes, pur 


Ists were outraged at hav- 
ing the original figure o: 
Neptune tampered with. The 
fig leaf was removed and a 
sort of sporadic fig leaf tug 
of-war ended. 


Then, possession of the 


leaf Is reported to have be 
come a status symbol fot 
fraternities 
who went to 


great effort to seize the 
trophy from one another 
From time to time, poor old 
Neptune himself was paint 
ed. He had to be sandblast 
ed at least twice, once when 
he was painted (in part' 
black and again when he 
was painted scarlet.

L o n g t i m e residents ol 


Palos Verdes Estates recall 
that years ago in a PTA pro- 
gram satirizing the situa- 
tion, a man dressed in long 
white underwear to simulate 
the marble Neptune. He 
wore a large fig leaf over 
his modest costume, from 
time to time flipping the 
leaf to read cues written 
on the back. 


Time has aged Neptune. 


He has had to have a knee 
repaired, a finger or two is 
missing and, said Mrs. Grib- 
bin, there really isn't any 
need now of a fig leaf. 


As for Parkinson in Buena 


Park, his question solved 
itself. He has a theory that 
if a project presents head- 
aches It won't be any good 
anyway, so he goes on to 
another. Some years ago as 
a salesman he acquired the 
formula for Sleep-Eze, later 
sold It and was a millionaire. 
He playboyed around the 
world for a time, then, a 
devoted movie fan, he op 
ened the Movieland Wax 
Museum.

Aging Inventor Still 
Looks for Top Ideas 


By ELLIOT ZWIEBACH 


While most men 87 years old tend to look back 


on the past, Long Beach inventor Joseph P. Dietzler 
prefers to look to the future. 
• ' 


A remnant of the bygone days when people in- 


vented conveniences simply because the need.existed, 
Dietzler, of 735 E. Fifth St., has been arv inveterate 
inventor all his life and proudly claims he has not 
worked for a salary since he was 21. 


Among the commonplace, yet practical, inven- 


tions whteh have evolved from his mind are a scissors- 
sharpener that fits onto a sewing machine, a movable 
metal rod that attaches to theunderside of an ironing 
board upon which a housewife places the hot iron 
while she is maneuvering the clothes, and a sanitary 
nondrip pouring spout for milk bottles. 


DIETZLER'S LATEST invention is an apparatus 


which he says converts crude oil into natural gas. Al- 
though oil experts told him such a thing could not b« 
done, Dietzler went right on with his experiments. 


He said he has been working on the device for 


almost 50 yearsV<onstrvicting, experimenting and per- 
fecting it in his native Wisconsin, in Long Beach, or 
wherever he happened to be. He currently has set up 
shop in the rear of a building at 417 Olive Ave. 


"The improvements come from up here, however," 


he said, pointing to his head, "not from over there," 
pointing to the tub and two large metal objects hooked 
to a gas stove which perform the "impossible" by 
changing the oil into gas. 


* * * 
DIETZLER HAS ALWAYS been mechanically in- 


clined and, after obtaining "just enough education to 
know I was educated," he served as an experimental 
worker with such early automobile manufacturers as 
Haynes and Chrysler. 


He was what Madison Avenue would today term 


an "idea man"—!ie had the ability to study the methods 
on which a particular firm operated and then to sug- 
gest ways in which it could maximize its profits. 


As he progressed from job to job, Dietzler became 


more and more conversant with a variety of subjects, 
and his inventive mind persistently registered data 
for use in future inventions. 


Dietzler said he solved the smog problem 20 years 


ago while working in a factory in Chicago. When 
local residents asked him to figure out a way to get 
rid of the factory exhaust that was burning their eyes, 
Dietzler discovered that the afflictive elements in the 
exhaust were eliminated when filtered through a liquid 
—such as water. 


* * * 
IN HIS ANTISMOG device, a graphite compound 


(whose ingredients are known only to him) filters the 
air as it passes through the carburetor so that the eye- 
burning components are eliminated. 


Dietzler claims his invention is better than the 


antismog device now sold commercially. 


At 87, Dietzler says he still has a lot he wants 


to do for humanity. "I hope to live long enough to in- 
vent some of the things that are only ideas in my 
mind, because if I don't invent them, probably nobody 
will," he explained.

I don't look like a witch (neither the old-fashioned

But even if I was 26-36-48 I would try very hard to be- 
lieve that inside my pyramidal body was an inner person 
that could be interesting and likeable. 


Back when my surgery was performed it was a more 


mutilating operation than It is today. To increase my 
chances of survival an additional piece of surgery was 
done—internal mammary resection. Several ribs were 
severed from each side of my breast bone to facilitate the 
removal of the mammary blood vessels and lymph chain. 
That I'm alive today shows the value of the procedure. 


Now, I understand, an Injection while the patient is 


still on the operating table performs the sama function. 


Of course the shock of my first look at my mutilated 


body was terrible. The fact that the prognosis and my 
chances of living were very good did little to mitigate my 
horror. For a few minutes after my first real look at my 
scarred chest I went Into a whing-ding and wept for tha 
first time since I had been told that biopsies on both 
breasts revealed cancer. 


• 
"Now, really!" I argued with myself, "who but my 


doctor has to see my chest?" Along with most others to 
whom cancer occurs, my chances to become Miss Amer- 
ica were already long gone. However, since the day I 
found normally-weighted surgical breast-forms I have worn 
them at all times—even In bed. A little feminine vanity 
helps keep up one's morale.

AS I GAINED PHYSICAL strength my common sense 


asserted itself. I was determined not to act as depressed 
a$ I felt. I pretended to be gay until the pretense became 
an actuality. And the part I was playing became real to 
me. There is an old song that the late wonderful Nat 
(King) Cole used to sing called "Pretend." It goes: 
„ ' 
"Pretend you're happy when you're Hue. 
"It isn't very hard to do." 


For the last 10 years I have been fitting mastectomy 


patients with surgical pads for women sent to me by their 
doctors. From these contacts I have come to know the 
depths of their despair and the heights of their courage. 
I have felt privileged to help alleviate some of the despair 
—and to appropriate some'of the courage. 


MASTECTOMY SEEMS to hold a special terror for 


most women. At times the dread of mutilation and the 
lost of what women consider an integral part of their 
womanhood supersedes her fear of cancer. Tha person 
may recover physically In a relatively short time but tht 
trauma induced can linger on for months, even years. 
True, discomfort and pain usually accompanies this type 
of surgery. But we women can endure a great deal of dis- 
comfort and pain if we refuse to sign the "permission slip" 
for our surgeons also to remove our sense of humor. 


And, most important, we must never allow anyone

physician. The last I heard she was recovering but sha 
was dragging her heels every step of the way. 


By contrast—but by far the most usual in terms of 


attitude—a very pretty young mother arrived driving her- 
self In an old station wagon in which she had corralled 
two young children. In the course of our conversation sha 
told me that the little 3-year-old girl had been a bottla 
baby, the baby boy breast-fed. However, little sister per- 
sisted In calling bab'y's source of food a bottle, too. 


The mother's eyes were sparkling as she told me, 


'The other day we were down town and stopped to chat 
with a mixed group of friends when out of the blue, sister 
said, 'Mommy only has one bottle now'." She added with 
a giggle, "I hope my friends won't think I've taken to 
drink!" 


I FIND THE VERY best therapy for anyone who has 


undergone such surgery is in working to keep up the 
morale of the family. Being more interested in others than 
in yourself may sound trite, but it is a quick way to one's 
own emotional recovery. 


One patient told me she served her husband with di- 


vorce papers the day she returned home from the hospital. 
She said, "I wasn't going to have him out chasing women 
because I'm not a whole woman any more." 


I didn't know her husband so I couldn't comment. But 


I can say that my husband was my greatest comfort. And, 
too, his suffering was more severe than mine. Before my 
surgery there had been times when I thought my husband 
was somewhat less than perfect. But during my long Ill- 
ness and convalescence he was incomparable! He worked 
so hard to make things easier for each other that we were 
drawn closer and closer together. 


NOT LONG AGO I was lying on the divan watching 


television. Lyle, my husband, was sitting at the other end, 
smoking his pipe. He put his hand on my ankle and after 
rubbing it gently for a while, he said, "Well, honey, I've 
always been a 'leg man' myself." 


That statement may not seem erudite or brilliant to

should take part in school activities. 


It's that same old strategy: involvement.

And Adlai was- 
n't even among 
the 20 who received votes for "wittiest" 


When Stevenson ran for the presidency the kind 


of loyalty he inspired among those who could say 
"Adlai" 'through unclenched teeth was the kind you 
used to feel for the kid you went hiking with every 
Sunday. The 22 friends of Adlai who share In the 
making of "WE KNEW ADLAI," edited by Edward 
P. Doyle, Harper and Row, $6.95, will rewarm the 
cockles of the hearts of Adlal-ites, who will not only 
meet the compassionate, kind, witty Stevenson of the 
two presidential campaigns, but the Adlai of the un- 
guarded moment, the introspective or gay Stevenson, 
Adlai the boy and Adlai the man, as his intimates 
knew him, an Adlai of new dimensions. 


WILLIAM ATTWOOD, who served on Stevenson's 


staff at the U.N., puts it this way: "Adlai Stevenson 
Influenced the lives of just about everybody who was 
ever associated with him. He certainly did mine. When 
we first met, come 12 years ago, I was a contented, 
apolitical magazine writer. Because of him I became, 
among other things, a Democrat, a U.S. ambassador, 
and, I hope, a better man. I may have even become a 
better writer ..." 


Stevenson affected people that way, but the trib- 


utes In this book are none of your slavering sort, 
because no one, apparently, could know Adlai without, 
In reminiscing, crinkle up and think of the human, 
humorous side, weakness as well as strengths. 


The writers range from the boy, Joseph Bohrer, 


who swiped Adlal's girl for the sophomore prom in 
Bloomington, 111/, to the Cook County kingmaker, Col. 
Jake Arvey who discovered Adlai as "a gold nugget" 
In his own backyard and had a hand in starting Stev- 
enson toward the governorship and the national arena. 


ANOTHER STEVENSON, William E., no kin, an 


educator and diplomat, recalls two Stevensons at 
Princeton. Adlai's first venture into politics was at 
the university; he was among those who brought' 
presidential candidate Cox to the campus in the 1920 
campaign. 


Stevenson In a nutshell is best put by Steven A. 


Mitchell, onetime chairman of the Democratic Nation- 
al Committee and an early Stevenson backer: 


He got through to people, and nearly all admired 


him. 


He had vision, idealism, courage, wit and style. 
He had enormous integrity; he also was an instinc- 


tive politician. 


He understood but did not speak (he language of 


the ward professionals. 


HE SPOKE WITH educated eloquence, but his 


heart and feet were at home in the prairie farmland 
he loved. 


In 1940 Stevenson headed the Committee to De- 


fend America by Aiding the Allies. He Was then a 
lawyer in Chicago, in the heartland of isolationism. 
And he had to buck the Chicago Tribune and powerful 
business and social forces of isolationism. That took 
courage. And that was Stevenson.

Patterson of the Chicago- 
New York-Washington news- 
paper family took over the 
floundering Washington 
Herald 
and Times from 


William Randolph Hearst in 
the depression and whip- 
flapped the combined Times- 
Herald, with nasty gossip 
and super-sensationalism, 
out of the red. 


This, one of two new biog- 


raphies on the late tigress 
of the Washington jungle, is 
written by the White House 
correspondent for the New 
York Daily News, which was 
founded by the late Joseph 
M. P a t t e r s o n , Cissy's 
brother. 


It's nostalgic and sympa- 


thetic, but to meet Cissy in 
any literate context is to dis- 
like her, and she comes out 
an embittered eccentric who 
waged violent vendettas In 
her columns and fired exec- 
utives and staffers alike on 
the slightest irritation. 


For her famous feuds she 


usually selected her antag- 
onists first and then 
drummed up reasons, as she 
did with her good friend 
Alice Roosevelt Longworth, 
who was more than a match 
for Cissy. 


DREW Pearson, Cissy's 


son-in-law for three years 
also felt her bite, and struck 
back in his columns. Haroli 
Ickes was her master a 
repartee, and Franklin D 
Roosevelt, under constant 
bombardment by Cissy, Pat 
terson in New York and cou 
sin Robert McCormickof the 
Chicago Tribune, reacted 
with customary aplomb. 


She clawed Walter Win- 


chell's column out of her 
paper, and Washington, and 
took on, among others, Eu- 
gene Meyer, publisher of the 
opposition Washington Post, 
Marshall Field, Henry Wai 
lace, Harry Truman and 
Henry and Claire Booth 
Luce. 


Probably her two unfortu- 


nate marriages and estrange- 
ment from her only daugh- 
ter, Felicia, helped sour her 
personality. An elegant host- 
ess of glittering receptions 
for the great and the mighty, 
she could be utterly lonely 
in her crowded salons. And 
she often expressed a fear of 
dying alone, which she did. 


ROBERT Considine, whose 


career as a columnist she 
launched, wrote after her 
death in 1948, "She was a 
wonder. She could be as 
touchy as an adder and as 
sweet as a lamb, as nickel- 
nursing as Scrooge and more 
generous than the Rocke- 


, ,feUertf oundation. She had1 a 


horse shot once for throwing 
her, then virtually adopted 
all the stray dogs, cats and 
horses in the District of Co- 
lumbia." 


Many anecdotes spice the 


book, some supplied by Fe- 
licia and Mary King Patter- 
son, widow of the New York 
publisher. One concerns the 
late Sanford Jarrell, who 
wound up his long, colorful 
newspaper career in Long 
Beach. 


Jarrell, city editor of the 


Herald when Cissy was edi- 
tor and Hearst still owned 
it, got a call one night from 
someone with a high-pitched 
voice telling him to write a 
three-act play and have It 
copyrighted first thing In the 
morning. Jarrell figured it 
was some crackpot and 
snapped: 


"What the hell do you] 


think this is—a newspaper] 
office or a playwriting bu- 
reau? Write your own 
damned play and copyright 
it yourself." 


, "Young man," replied the 


voice, "do you know who 
you're talking to? This is 
W. R. Hearst speaking." 


JARRELL apologized and 


Hearst explained he wanted 
a play composed, titled 
"Three Blondes" and copy- 
righted under Jarrell's name. 


Jarrell checked the switch- 


board and learned the call 
indeed had come from San 
Simeon, Calif. He sent a 
copyboy to his home to pick 


up an old manuscript he had 
written while working on 
the New York Herald-Trib- 
une and, in 6'/£ hours, re- 
wrote his story about three 
brunettes into the type of 
play Hearst wanted, with 
three blondes. 


Hearst sent Jarrell a check 


for $200 but Jarrell didn't 
find out until three months 
later that Hearst wanted the 
script for a movie to star 


Marion Davles and the copy- 
right was necessary to block 
a rival studio trying to do a 
movie, "Three Blondes," 
starring Ina Claire. 


Jarrell moved on to the 


Philadelphia Ledger and the 
movie was never made. 


For her disappointments In 


life, Cissy had her revenge 
in death. For after the na- 
tion's press proclaimed that

Measles Milestone

I^HE UNITED STATES will be on 


the verge of measles eradication 


one year from now, predicts Dr. Rob- 
ert J. Warren, a Public Health Service 
official. 


"We really 


are pretty far 
along toward 
measles eradi- 
cation r i g h t 
now," he says 
in a report in _ 
the Journal of 
the 
American 


Medical Association. 


Dr. Warren is chief of the Child- 


hood Virus Disease Unit. Epidemiol- 
ogy Branch, of the Communicable Dis- 
ease Center, Atlanta, Ga. 


Twelve million American children 


have been immunized against the dis- 
ease since measles vaccines were li- 
censed three years ago. 


There has been a major decline in 


reported cases, the Public Health Ser- 
vice says. 


EXTENSIVE brain - wave record- 


ings of an astronaut In space show 
that dreaming doesn't take place dur- 
ing weightless sleep. Ordinarily, 20% 
of the night is spent in dreaming. 
Dream deprivation could pose a haz- 
ard, so scientists are eager to learn if 
space travelers adapt later In flight to 
an occasional dreaming state. Dream 
deprivation may produce emotional 
instability. 


ERADICATION of venereal disease 


in the near future, predicted by some 
scientists, is "doubtful," according to 
Dr. William J. Brown, chief of the VD 
Branch of the Public Health Service. 
One of the obstacles, he says, Is that 
most school boards will not allow ed- 
ucation courses on VD. 


AN ANTICANCER drug is finding 


a place in the experimental treatment 
of early rheumatoid 
arthritis.

TWO NEW drugs show promise in

They are triperidol and an agent 
known simply as P-4657 B.

they have shown superiority to drugs 
in current use. 


A SWISS physician says a com- 


pressed-air gun is superior to tradi- 
tional methods of giving a smallpox 
vaccination. Among its advantages: 
reduction of possibility of secondary 
infection, production of local reac- 
tions much smaller than ihat follow- 
ing scarification. 


NOW THERE'S 
additional evi- 


dence that leukemia Is caused by a 
virus, the National Institute of Health 
reports. Latest link: It has been firmly 
established that leukemia in cats is a 
virus disease. It has been known for 
some time that viruses can cause leu- 
kemia in other animals. Dr. Kenneth 
Endicott, director of the National Can- 
cer Institute, says that it Is "only a 
matter of time" until viruses are iirf- 
initely linked to human cancer. 


A SUPERFERTILITY drug, clomi- 


phene citrate, may also be an aid in 
birth control, a Columbus. Ohio, ob- 
stetrician says. 


The drug, also known as Clomid, 


enables women to pinpoint 
fertile 


days, to make the rhythm method 
more reliable. 


Each patient responds Individually 


to the drug, but treatment with it: 
brings about ovulatlon on the same 
day of each cycle. 


THE BRITISH Dental Journal re- 


cently traced the history of the 
strange phenomenon of "exploding 
teeth," remarking that its cause still 
is unknown. 


First reported case was In 1894 


when a researcher wrote ihat a wom- 
an's tooth "bursted (sic) with a con- 
cussion and a report that well nigh 
knocked her over."

The man generally credited with bringing motor- 


cycling to public attention in a big way is a 5-foot, 
4-inch, 130-pound man who didn't finish the eighth 
grade in school.

Fleas are very active and 


can cause allergies. Use a 
safe yard spray, also a safe 
flea powder on the pet or 
try a flea collar. Fleas mi- 
grate to the pet's head for 
eye 
and 
nose moisture, 


hence the idea of a special 
collar. However, watch the 
pet for any eye and nose 
reactions from flea killers, 
Dust the pet's legs and un- 
derparts with flea powder 
before walking him in the 
cool of the day. 


Many dogs get "summer 


eczema," "hot spots" and 
other skin ailments. Don't 
bed a dog in straw, and be 
sure he has no fleas. Diet 
must be good. A little added 
bacon fat may help. Pet 
shops carry products to help 
control skin ailments. A fine 
internal one is STOPitch. 
Relief 
comes shortly. 
It 


c o n t a i n s veterinarian-ap- 
proved ingredients and can 
be fed all year. Fine-for cats, 
too. 


An antibiotic bath such as 


drugstore Phisohex or veter- 
inarian Fosteen are both 
good. An added aid in dry- 
ing up moist sores is to 
bathe them three times daily 
with a mixture of one pint 
water to one tablespoon 
good bleach. Continue using 
it a while even after sores 
are gone, as germs live on 
deep within the skin. Medi- 
cated baby powder can be 
sprinkled on after dilute 
bleach or other wet germi- 
cide. 


PURE mineral oil 
will 


soothe 
eyes 
irritated by 


dust, sand, grass. Take the 
pet to a veterinarian if 
there is a foreign object you 
cannot easily remove. And 
don't let a pet hang his head 
out a window of a moving 
car. Even wind is irritating. 


A dog usually unchucks 


swallowed ocean water. If 
he doesn't, give him syrup 
of ipecac. If he eats sand, 
dose him with mineral oil, 
then lots of drinking water. 
Withhold food several hours 
and start out with broth. 
The picture with this article, 
which won an award for 
C h r i s t i a n Steiner from 
Gaines Dog Research Cen- 
ter, shows a dog may gulp 
swimming pool water.

Either one of the two ma- 
terials should be well mixed 
with the soil, when planting 
out the fuchsias. 


Basket types ( c a s c a d e ) 


fuchsias need shade, loamy 
soil and good drainage. 


Drainage Is a must for all 


fuchsias because poor drain- 
age may cause an alkali salt 
condition and possible root 
water mold. Sickly, wilted 
foliage that soon browns and 
dries or dying branches indi- 
cates too much watering, 
poor drainage or a combina 
tion of both.

The huge numbers on the overhead sign 


could say "2C.9." Some clever operators

were advertising their automobile-juice at 
15.S cents per gallon with the small nota- 
tion that the price does not Include ta\. 


The reasons for a gasoline was, such as 


the one that ended last week, are 
obscure, but few motorists are Interested in 
the reasons just so long as the price-cutting 
procedure takes place every c o u p l e of 
mouths. And woe to the motorist who is 
caught with an empty tank when the signs 
come down and the price goes hack to 
normal. 


Today's gasoline marketing 
practices 


are open to heated debate, but one thing 
lhat is generally agreed upon is the in- 
dustry has outstripped most others in 01- 
fering its product to the consumer. 


If a barrel of crude oil yielded no more 


gasoline today than in 1904, four out of 
five cars would be without fuel. If the price 
of gasoline had followed other retail prices 
since 1918, Southern California motorists 
would be paying at least 60 cents a gallon. 


ALTHOUGH THE commercial oil boom 


began in 1859 with the Pennsylvania dis- 


- covery of Drake's well, the use of crude oil 


was not new. In the late 1840's Samuel M. 
Kier began bottling the oil found in salt 
wells and offered it as a remedy for virtual- 
ly all human ailments. To improve the ap- 
pearance of his "medicine," he arranged a 
small still using a one-gallon iron kettle. 
Tn 1854 he discovered that oil could be re- 
fined and that the product would burn as 
well as whale oil which was used to light 
many homes. 


A huge market for kerosene was wail- 


ing for Drake's important discovery well on 
Aug. 27, 1859. The Black Gold Rush had" 
begun. 


After -10 years of prosperity the oil in- 


dustry was threatened with disaster. Elec- 
tricity was invading the illuminative mar- 
ket. The future of the petroleum industry 
looked gloomy. There was one promising 
development. 


The internal combustion engine was he- 


ing perfected and it was found that gaso- 
line, a waste product and a nuisance in the 
production of kerosene, would provide the 
explosive force needed to drive the pistons. 
This new engine might replace the steam 
engine as ari energy source but still oilmen 
joined buggy and carriage makers in scoff-

ing at the four automobiles operating In 
the United States in 1896. 


WITHIN A FEW years the horseless 


carriage had created another major prob- 
lem, the oil Industry c o u l d not refine 
enough gasoline to meet the demand.. 


In 1904 a. 42-galIori barrel of crude oil 


produced 20 gallons'of kerosene but only 
four gallons of gasoline. 


In 1906, just a year before the introduc- 


tion of the Model T, Dr. \Villiam M. Burton" 
began work on a new refining process. In- 
stead of boiling the crude oil, he applied 
pressure and heat. These vapors were fed 
into a tower where the various gases were 
separated. 


This new process doubled the gasoline 


yield from a barrel of crude. By 19H the 
industry was able to meet the fuel needs of 
the 600,000 automobiles that had been man- 
ufactured. 


In the same year gasoline out-sold kero- 


sene for the first time in the United States. 


Today's bargain price at the gasoline 


pump is possible because of volume and 
constantly improving technology providing 
better methods and equipment. 


Exploration for oil once depended upon 


oil slicks or a diviner holding the ends of 
a forked stick. Today's oil hunter uses 
aerial photographs and seismic recordings 
to predict the locations of underground 
pools. 


The surface symbols of oil production 


have changed from the wooden derrick to 
the stronger, fireproof steel tower. 
The 


steel derricks have been replaced by port- 
able rigs, while in city and suburban areas 
the modern drilling rig is disguised as a 


; modern office building. 


From the simplest oil well flowing to 


•i the su'rface from its own gas pressure to 
i'the most modern,' compact hydraulic pump 
screened by a small clump of shrubbery, 
crude oil is fed into storage tanks and pipe- 
lines.

A large 
battery of computers and controls super- 
vises and programs all production and 
testing. 


From the field the crude oil goes to the 


refinery where today's bargain gasoline 
price is made possible. In 1918 the cost of 
a barrel of crude was $1.22; today it is 
nearly $3. In 1918 the barrel produced lO'/z 
gallons of gasoline,'today the yield is 19 
gallons. Only two gallons of kerosene fJ 
refined from an average barrel now. Th» 
remaining 21 gallons is refined into many 
saleable products. Fuel oil, wax.Jet fuel, 
lubricating oil, asphalt and road oil ar« 
only a part of the barrel's refined output. 


The early automobile owner purchased

air from their nostrils into 
a large basin." 


Legend has it that shortly 


after the dedication, con 
servatives, deciding t h e y 
were being outraged, de- 
manded—and finally got—a 
fig leaf for Neptune.

A little feminine vanity 
helps keep up one's morale. 
?' AS I GAINED PHYSICAL strength my common sense 
asserted itself. I was determined not to act as depressed 
as I felt. I pretended to be gay until the pretense became 
ail actuality, And the part I was playing became real to 
me.

For the last 10 years I have heen filling mastectomy 


patients with surgical pads for women sent to me by their 
doctors. From these contacts I have come to know the 
depths of (heir despair and the heights of their courage.

MASTECTOMY SEEMS to hold a special terror for 


most women. At times the dread of mutilation and the 
loss of what women consider an integral part of : their 
womanhood supersedes her fear of'cancer. The person 
may recover physically in a relatively short time but the 
trauma induced can linger on for months, even years. 
True, discomfort and pain usually accompanies this type 


- of surgery. But we women can endure a great deal of dis- 


comfort and pain if we refuse to sign the "permission slip" 
for our surgeons also to remove our sense of humor.

vorce papers Ihe day she returned home from the hospital. 
She said, "I wasn't going to have him out chasing women 
because I'm not a whole woman any more."

Before my 
surgery there had been times when I thought my husband 
was somewhat less than perfect.

the 20 who received votes for "wittiest" 


When Stevenson ran for the presidency the kind 


of loyalty he Inspired among those who could say 
"Adlai" through unclenched teeth was the kind you 
used to feel for the kid you went hiking with every 
Sunday. The 22 friends of Adlat who share In the 
making of "WE KNEW ADLAI," edited by Edward 
P. Doyle, Harper and Row, $6.95, will-rewarm the 
cockles of the hearts of Adlal-ltes, who will not only 
meet the compassionate, kind, witty Stevenson of the 
two presidential campaigns, but the Adlai of the un- 
guarded moment, the introspective or gay Stevenson, 
Adlai the boy and Adlai the man, as his intimates 
knew him, an Adlai of new dimensions. 


WILLIAM ATTWOOD, who served qn Stevenson's 


staff at the U.N., puts It this way: "Adlai Stevenson 
Influenced the lives of Just about everybody who was 
ever associated with him. He certainly did mine. When 
we first met, some 12 years ago, I was a contented, 
apolitical magazine writer. Because of him I became, 
among other things, a Democrat, a U.S. ambassador, 
and, I hope, a better man. I may have even become a 
better writer . . ." 


Stevenson affected people that way, but the trib- 


utes in this book are none of your slavering sort, 
because no one, apparently, could know Adlai without, 
in reminiscing, crinkle up and think of the human, 
humorous side, weakness as well as strengths. 


The writers range from the boy, Joseph Bohrer, 


who swiped Adlai's girt for the sophomore prom in 
Bloomington, HI., to the Cook County kingmaker, Col. 
Jake Arvey who discovered Adlai as "a gold nugget" 
In his own backyard and had a hand in starting Stev- 
enson toward the governorship and the national arena. 


ANOTHER STEVENSON, William E., no kin, an 


educator awl diplomat, recalls two Stevensons at 
Princeton. Adlai's first venture into politics was at 
the university; he was among those who brought 
presidential candidate Cox to the campus In the 1920 
campaign. 


Stevenson In a nutshell Is best put by Steven A. 


Mitchell, onetime chairman of the Democratic Nation- 
al Committee and an early Stevenson backer 
• He got through to people, and nearly all admired 
him. 


He had vision, idealism, courage, wit and style. 
He had enormous integrity; he also was an instinc- 


tive politician.

He understood but did not speak the language of 


the ward professionals. 


HE SPOKE WITH ediioated eloquence, but his 


heart and feet were at home in the prairie farmland 
he loved. 


In 1940 Stevenson headed the Committee to De- 


fend America by Aiding the Allies. He was then a 
lawyer in: Chicago, in the heartland of Isolationism. 
And he had to buck the Chicago Tribune and powerful 
business and social'forces of isolationism. That took 
courage. And that was Stevenson.

the slightest irritation. 


For her famous feuds sh» 


usually selected her antag- 
onists f i r s t and t h e n 
drummed up reasons, as she 
did with her good friend 
Alice Roosevelt Longworth, 
who was more than a match 
for Cissy.

son-in-law for three years, 
also felt her bite, and struck 
back In his columns. Harold 
Ickes was her master at 
repartee, and Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, under constant 
bombardment by Cissy, Pat- 
terson in New York and cou- 
iln Robert McCormick of the 
Chicago Tribune, reacted 
with customary aplomb. 


She clawed Walter Win- 


chell's column out of her 
paper, and Washington, and 
took on, among others, Eu- 
gene Meyer, publisher of the 
opposition Washington Post, 
Marshall Field, Henry Wal- 
lace, Harry Truman and 
Henry and 
Claire Booth 


Luce. 


Probably her two unfortu- 


nate marriages and estrange 
ment from her only daugh- 
ter, Felicia, helped sour her 
personality. An elegant host- 
ess of glittering receptions 
for the great and the mighty, 
she could be utterly lonely 
In her crowded salons. And 
she often expressed a fear of 
dying alone, which she did. 


ROBERT Considine, whose 


career as a columnist she 
launched, wrote after her 
death in 1948, "She was a 
wonder.

OFTHE

there an actual rebellion of 


the Roman Catholic priesthood 
in the United States? 


Startling as it may sound to 


Catholic and non-Catholic alike, the an- 
swer to this question—on the basis of a 
PARADE fact-finding survey—is largely 
in the affirmative. 


The American Church is in a state of 


ferment 
and 
upheaval almost 
un- 


paralleled in its history. Priests are in- 
sisting on more and more freedom to 
participate fully in the life, problems and 
needs of die world around them. 


Many segments of the priesthood in 


this post Vatican Council era are de- 
manding changes—often revolutionary 
changes—in 
practice and 
tradition. 


Other groups cling to the past. The 
issues involved range from wages and 
working conditions to liturgy, ritual, au- 
thority, the celibacy rule, the openly 
argued possibility of a "married priest- 
hood." 


Questions most Catholics considered 


long since settled are now the centers 
of debate and "dialogue." The laity sees 
priests walking on a labor picket line in 
front of strike-haunted St. John's Uni- 


fcj

versity in Brooklyn, N.Y.,carrying plac- 
cards branding their superior unfair to 
organized labor.They hear a Georgetown 
University priest, Fadier Dexter Henley, 
S.J., tell a Planned Parenthood assembly 
that it is probably a legitimate function 
of government to give contraceptive ad- 
vice and aid to the unmarried. They 
hear open discussion of women serving 
at the Mass—a practice now forbidden 
—and suggestions that women be or- 
dained to the priesthood. 


REIEL PRIEST 


One controversial rebel-priest, Father 


William DuBay of Santa Monica, Calif. 
—who.tried to start a labor union of 
the American priesthood—told this re- 
porter: 


"The Church is in a state of revolu- 


tion—political, social, theological. It Is 
a revolution that concerns people, hu- 
manity, the primacy of conscience. I 
only hope it will be nonbloody." 


Father DuBay won himself headlines 


—and swift disciplinary action—when 
he cabled Pope Paul VI, following the 
1965 Los Angeles riots, to demand dial 
the Archbishop of Los Angeles, James 


. Francis Cardinal Mclntyre, be removed 


for "gross malfeasance" and "abuse ol 
authority." 


In a book entitled The Human 


Church, the outspoken Father DuBay 
declares, "The Church in America has 
sold its birthright of freedom for a mess 
of pottage—the ability to raise funds, 
lay concrete, bless walls and spread floor 
wax. Where can we find a cure for dlis 
hod-carrying syndrome?" 


Father DuBa^s record of five trans- 


fers in five years was climaxed with his 
suspension by Cardinal Mclntyrc for re- 
fusal to submit to diocesan discipline 
and control. 


But Father DuBay is only one extreme 


example of today's priest in rebellion. 


The widely distributed magazine Ave 


Maria, published by the Holy Cross 
Fathers of Notre Dame, Ind., recently 
devoted an entire issue to what it de- 
scribed as the "Silenced Priests." 


This issue centered on the case his- 


tories of 11 priests—including Father 
DuBay—whose involvement in contro- 
versial actions has resulted in transfers 
to remote posts or other disciplinary 
action. 


Some of these so-called 
silenced 


clergy had been involved in civil rights 
groups. Others had picketed and spoken 
out against U.S. involvement in Vietnam. 
The list included a representative of the 
Church's conservative right wing, Father 
Gommar DePauw. Former chairman of 
the Catholic Traditionalist Movement, 
Fadier DePauw objected to the Vatican's 
reform of liturgy and church ritual and 
has led a crusade against what he calls 
the "protestantization" of Church doc- 
trine and worship. 


The priest also asserted that some of 


die seminaries turned out Communist 
priests who had risen to "high places" in 
the Church. 


ON WITH THE MASS 


When his superior, Lawrence Cardi- 


nal Shehan of Baltimore, tried to silence 
him, the priest insisted that he had been 
' accepted by another diocese and was 


not under Cardinal Shehan's control. 


He refused to return to Baltimore 


and, informed that he was suspended, 
stated that he would continue to cele- 
brate Mass daily. 


Until recently it was virtually axio 
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matic that a priest obeyed the orders of 
superiors in all matters without delay or 
debate or question. Today this is no 
longer the case. 


Although the great majority of priests 


still follow orders unqucstioningly, mem- 
bers of the New Breed pursue a course 
of "holy disobedience," by which they 
claim the right to question orders that 
violate a priest's conscientious convic- 
tions.. 


Typical is the statement of one of the 


silenced, Father Philip Berrigan, who 
was "shifted" from Epiphany Colkge 
Seminary in Newburgh, N.Y., to St. 
Peter Claver Church in Baltimore, Md.: 


- "Submissive acceptance to silencing 


might be more damaging lo the Church 
and to the human community than a 
protest against it," this priest declared. 


Father Berrigan has been one of the 


outspoken critics of America's policies in 
Vietnam. So has his brother, poet-priest 
Father Daniel Berrigan, who was forced 
to resign the cochairmanship of a group 
called "The Clergy Concerned About 
Vietnam"—and was shipped for a brief 
vacation to a post in South America. 


But although a handful of priests has 


overstepped the bounds of dissent and 
got into trouble with superiors, hundreds 
of others are carrying on similar drives 
for reforms, action and change without 
disciplinary action. 


For the first time, open dialogue and 


often 
public 
disagreement 
between 


priests and bishops are possible. Some 
priests are speaking out under noms dc 
plume, 
in 
anonymous 
letters 
to 


editors and in unsigned articles in lead- 
ing Catholic and nonsectarian maga- 
zines. 


Focus on the "married priest" prob- 


lem was sharpened last April when a 
Roman Catholic priest of many years. 
Father Anthony Cirandola, announced 
in St. Petersburg, Fla., that he had been 
married more than a year. 


Posing for photographs with his wife 


and infant son, Father Girandola stated 
that he was tired of having to hide his 
marriage and that he had abandoned the 
celibate life of the Church. 


"I want to start a halfway house for 


my fellow lepers—priests like me who 
have married," Girandola smilingly in- 
formed the press. . 


Meanwhile, other demands for a new 


approach to the marriage question have 
come from many areas. 


The National Catholic Reporter pub- 


lished the story of a priest who called 
himself "Sacerdos Occidentalis"—Priest 
of the West—urging.the Pope and the 
Vatican Council to acknowledge "the 
basic human right of the individual 
priest to marry." 


"It is clear," declares the author, "that 


Christ calls some priests to the celibate 
state. It is also clear that He calls some 
to the priesthood but not to celibacy." 


The article further declares that many 


young priests find themselves trapped

between "a longing to love and be loved 
. . . in marriage" and a rule that de- 
clares "a priest cannot ever contract mar- 
riage." 


Younger priests with whom 1 talked 


insisted that they considered a married 
priesthood "ultimately inevitable if the 
Church is to survive." 


"There are simply too few candidates 


for the priesthood to meet our needs," 
one declared. "Most men no longer want 
to give up normal life for what they con- 


skier to be abnormal and very often 
harmful." 


Another stated, "I know what I miss 


—I know what I lack to be a full human 
being. Why should not married love 
be A part of my life as a priest of the 
Church of God?" 


One of the, most articulate and fear- 


less 
battlers 
against celibacy 
for 


priests is psychologist-priest Father Eu- 
gene Kennedy of Loyola University, 
Chicago, supervisor of priest counselors 
for the Archdiocese of Chicago. 


"Again and again," Father Kennedy 


told PARADE, "I hear the same words, 
the same urgent phrases from priests: 
'It is the love of a woman that I need to 
be a whole person, to be a whole man, to 
be a priest in the truest sense.' " 


Did he not believe that celibacy and 


the unmarried state enabled a priest bet- 
ter to love humanity and serve its needs? 
He did not. 


"Remaining virginal of itseif doesn't 


guarantee that we will be good, that we 
will love each other deeply. 'Quite the 
opposite. It often leads to frustration, 
quarreling, even hatred," he said. 


Like many other priests with training 


in psychology, Father Kennedy believes 
that in the future the clergy will consist 
of two groups—married priests and 
celibate priests, each faithful to his 
respective vows. 


MARRIAGE, PAY, INVOLVEMENT 


The Jesuit magazine America devoted 


most of one issue to "Reforms the Priests 
Arc Asking." Articles discussed bluntly 
the marriage question, the need for fi- 
nancial security, the demand for more 
involvement in social issues. 


The magazine pointed out that most 


priests have no set salaries or graded 
scale of increments. The priest lives at 
the mercy nf free-will offerings, and 
many are constantly seeking transfers to 
the "plum" parishes. 


"In numberless dioceses, one article 


declared, "a newly orrlained priest re- 
ceives the same salary as a man ordained 
10 or 20 years." 


Whether or not all this dispute is 


good for the church is n matter only 
time can settle. 


Most Catholic clergymen agree — 


some gladly, some reluctantly — that 
changes must take place, that more and 
more inroads against traditional kteas 
and practices will be made, that ultimate- 
ly there will be married priests, greater 
financial security, a whole new pattern 
for the priest of the future. 


Yet almost all agree that the changes 


will be in external, social and traditional 
aspects only and that the deepest mean- 
ings, vocations and faith on which 
Church structure rests will remain un- 
changed. 


"We can debate any subject on earth." 


Msgr. S. J. Adamn, editor of Christian 
Star Herald and a frequent guest on the 
all-night Long John Ncbcl radio show, 
told this writer. "Birth control, labor 
unions, evils of abortion, cclibncy or mar- 
riage—anything so long as we do it in 
the light of the sacrcdness of the priest, 
the holiness of his office." 


Monsignor Adamo also pointed out 


that unions have no place in a priest- 
hood dedicated to the concept of sacrifice 
and service. "Reasonable security may be 
desirable—but what worldly security 
could replace the certainty nf our faith 
that God provides for our every need?" 


A graying priest at a seminary told me, 


"We have ;i new soft drink machine 
downstairs. The seminarians insisted, 
fought for it. It stands there gleaming at 
us—the wave of the future." 


But a Jesuit priest and teacher at St. 


Peter's College in Jersey City, Father 
Thomas Wassmer, disagreed. "We arc 
not talking about soft drink machines," 
he insisted. "The debate is not about 
surface comforts—or even tradition. It 
runs far deeper." 


The Jesuit teacher of natural philoso- 


phy and morality added, "How we re- 
solve issues of rebellion and new ideas 
and demands, new concepts about 
chastity and .priestly marriage, about 
ecumenical activities—these will deter- 
mine for hundreds of years the destiny of 
the Church, indeed nf Christendom it- 
self."

Knowing all this, most of these hope- 


ful, ambitious young women spin day- 
dreams of also hitting the jackpot, of one 
day becoming grand models for Chanel, 
Dior, Cardin, Courreges, Balenciaga, the 
top names of the haute couture.

"I model already 
nine years. I start in Tokyo when 118. 
I model clothes for famous lady designer, 
Kmvaza. She pay me $600 a month, 
very big pay in Tokyo for young girl. So 


. later I do not come" to Paris to model for 


money. 1 come as favor for Pierre Car- 
din." 


In 1958 when Cardin brought his col- 


lection to Tokyo, he asked for the best 
mannequins in Japan to model his

His establishmcnl would also 
serve as a showplacc for her talents, and 
he was sure she would obtain all sorts of 
lucrative photographic and possibly film 
work.

Tokyo," says Hiroko. "I afraid. I say no.

This time 1 
say, 'All right but only for two month 
when clothes are shown, January and 
July. Then I go hack Tokyo.' Next year 
Cardin says, 'Come again.'

"I work now," Hiroko maintains, "for 


my own pleasure. But I work only until 
babies come. After that who knows? I 
work in Paris five, six years now, but still 
I very Japanese. First come husband nnd 
family, then Hiroko and modeling." 


Hiroko lives in a small, nnc bedroom 


apartment the walls of which are largely 
covered by abstract paintings. She usual- 
ly wears Cardin or Flanamori clothes. 
Photographers say the bone structure of 
her face is fantastic. She is almost impos- 
sible to photograph poorly from any 
nngle. She has a pixy, delightful, ageless 
face, lakes direction easily. She earns 
.about 525,000 a year, which she says is 
all she really wants or needs. She drives 
a Morris sports car, is 5 feet, 7 inches 
tall, weighs 98 pounds. Most of her 
friends arc painters, photographers, 
writers — "creative people." She does 
her own cooking and cleaning and, ac- 
cording to her husband, "is basically 
tramjui] and serene ami modest.

almost un- 


paralleled in its history. Priests are in- 
sisting on more and more freedom to 
participate fully in the life, problems and 
needs nf the world around them. 


Many segments of the priesthood in 


this post-Vatican Council era are de- 
manding changes—often revolutionary 
changes—in practice and tradition. 
Other groups cling to the past. The 
issues involved range from wages and 
working conditions to liturgy, ritual, au- 
thority, the celibacy rule, the openly 
argued possibility of a "married priest- 
hood." 


Questions most Catholics considered 


long since settled arc now the centers 
of debate and "dialogue." The laity sees 
priests walking on a labor picket line in 
front of strike-haunted St. John's Uni- 


versity in Brooklyn, N.Y.,carrying plac- 
cards branding their superior unfair to 
organized labor.They hear a Georgetown 
University priest, Father Dexter Henley, 
S.J., tell a Planned Parenthood assembly 
that it is probably a legitimate function 
of government to give contraceptive ad- 
vice and aid to the unmarried. They 
hear open discussion of women serving 
at the Mass—a practice now forbidden 
—and suggestions that women be or- 
dained to the priesthood. 


REIEL PRIEST 


One controversial rebel-priest, Father 


William DuBay of Santa Monica, Calif. 
—who tried to start a labor union of 
the American priesthood—told this re- 
porter : 


"The Church is in a state of revolu- 


tion—political, social, theological. It is 
a revolution that concerns people, hu- 
manity, the primacy of conscience. I 
only hope it will be nonbloody." 


Father DuBay won himself headlines 


—and swift disciplinary action—when 
he cabled Pope Paul VI, following the 
1965 Los Angeles riots, to demand that 
the Archbishop of Los Angeles, James 


Francis Cardinal Mclntyre, be removed 
for "gross malfeasance" and "abuse of 
authority." 


In a book entitled The Human 


Church, the outspoken Father DuBay 
declares, "The Church in America has 
sold its birthright of freedom for a mess 
of pottage—the ability to raise funds, 
lay concrete, bless walls and spread floor 
wax. Where can we find a cure for this 
hod-carrying syndrome?" 


Father DuBay's record of five trans- 


fers in five years was climaxed with his 
suspension by Cardinal Mclntyre for re- 
fusal to submit to diocesan discipline 
and control. 


But Father DuBay is only one extreme 


example of today's priest in rebellion. 


The widely distributed magazine Are 


Maria, published by the Holy Cross 
Fathers of Notre Dame, Ind., recently 
devoted an entire issue to what it de- 
scribed as the "Silenced Priests." 


This issue centered on the case his- 


tories of 11 priests—including Father 
DuBay—whose involvement in contro- 
versial actions has resulted in transfers 
to remote posts or other disciplinary 
action. 


Some of these so-called silenced 


clergy had been involved in civil rights 
groups. Others had picketed and spoken 
out against U.S. involvement in Vietnam. 
The list included a representative of the 
Church's conservative right wing, Father 
Gommar DePauw. Former chairman of 
the Catholic Traditionalist Movement, 
Father DePauw'objected to the Vatican's 
reform of liturgy and church ritual and 
has led a crusade against what he calls 
the "protestantization" of Church doc- 
trine and worship. 


The priest also asserted that some of 


the seminaries turned out Communist 
priests who had risen to "high places" in 
the Church. 


ON WITITNE MASS 


When his superior, Lawrence Cardi- 


nal Shehan of Baltimore, tried to silence 
him, the priest insisted that he had been 
accepted by another diocese and was 
not under Cardinal Shehan's control. 


He refused to return to Baltimore 


and, informed that he was suspended, 
stated that he would continue to cele- 
brate Mass daily.

,hat kind of vacation spot 


seems most appealing in the 
heat of summer? A place

SIGHTS EN MUTE 


The Larsons spent several days at 


Geiranger, the town at the bead of 
Geirangerfjord. As seen in the photos on 
these pages, they had a fine time sight- 
seeing on the way here before plunging 
into the sports and pastimes of the fjord. 


About 90 percent of Norway's tour- 


ism is centered among the fjords. Most of 
the 100,000 Americans who visit this 
land yearly make sure not to miss them. 
The fjords slash inland along a more 
than 300-mile stretch of Atlantic coast, 
are reached by car, bus or steamer. 


There is a wide choice of flights from 


the U.S. to Norway. Icelandic Airlines 
(Loftleidir) offers Scandinavian flavor 
and low rates, via prop-driven aircraft 
that make a stop at Reykjavik, Iceland. 
In Norway there k no language prob- 
lem; English is spoken everywhere. 


Like most American visitors, (he Lar- 


sens made Oslo their point of departure 
for the fjord region. They first took the 
one-hour flight west to the beautiful 


city of Bergen and saw Troldhaugen, 
home of composer Edvard Grieg. 


Next, the Ursens flew 150 miles 


north to Alesund, gateway to the fjords. 
They chose to complete their'trip by car, 
renting one from Auto Europe for the 
winding, mountain, ferry-assisted drive 
to Geiranger, 65 miles east. 


At Geiranger, the couple checked into 


a hotel, which cost them 42 kroner 
(about S6) a day for a double room with 
bath, then headed for Djupvalnet glacier 
to ski. Gciranger affords some of the best 
year-round skiing in the world. In sum- 
mer, short sleeves and, for the brave, 
shorts are the fashion. 


Next day, the Larsens donned swim- 


suits and went water-skiing. Hardy 
sportsmen take a bracing swim, too.

luncheons that included goat cheese, 
fishballs, flat wheat bread and salty her 
nng.

So has his brother, poet-priest 
Father Daniel Berrigan, who was forced 
to resign the cochairmanship of a group 
called "The Clergy Concerned About 
Vietnam"—and was shipped for a brief 
vacation to a post in South America. 


But although a handful of priests has 


overstepped the bounds of dissent and 
got into trouble with superiors, hundreds 
of others are carrying on similar drives 
for reforms, action and change without 
disciplinary action. 


For the first time, open dialogue and 


often 
public 
disagreement between 


priests and bishops are possible. Some 
priests arc speaking out under noms dc 
plume, in 
anonymous 
letters 
to 


editors and in unsigned articles in lead- 
ing Catholic and nonsectarian maga- 
zines. 


Focus on the "married priest" prob- 


lem was sharpened last April when a 
Roman Catholic priest of many years. 
Father Anthony Girandola, announced 
in St. Petersburg, Fla., that he had been 
married more than a year. 


Posing for photographs with his wife 


and infant son, Father Cirandola stated 
that he was tired of having to hide his 
marriage and that he had abandoned the 
celibate life of the Church. 


"I want to start a halfway house for 


my fellow lepers—priests like me who 
have married," Girandola smilingly in- 
formed the press. 


Meanwhile, other demands for a new 


approach to the marriage question have 
come from many areas. 


The National Catholic Reporter pub- 


lished the story of a priest who called 
himself "Saccrdos Occidentalis"—Priest 
of the West—urging the Pope and the 
Vatican Council to acknowledge "the 
basic human right of the individual 
priest to marry." 


"It is clear," declares the author, "that 


Christ calls some priests to the celibate 
slate. It is also clear that He calls some 
to the priesthood but not to celibacy." 


The article further declares that many 


young priests find themselves trapped

between "a longing to love and be loved 
. . . in marriage" and a rule that de- 
clares "a priest cannot ever contract mar- 
riage." 


Younger priests with whom I talked 


insisted that they considered a married 
priesthood "ultimately inevitable if the 
Church is to survive." 


"There are simply too few candidates 


for the priesthood to meet our needs," 
one declared. "Most men no longer want 
to give up normal life for what they con- 


sider to be abnormal and very often 
harmful." 


Another stated, "I know what I miss 


—I know what I lack to be a full human 
being. Why should not married love 
be a part of my life as a priest of the 
Church of God?" 


One of the most articulate and fear- 


less 
battlers 
against celibacy 
for 


priests is psychologist-priest Father Eu- 
gene Kennedy of Loyola University, 
Chicago, supervisor of priest counselors 
for the Archdiocese of Chicago. 


"Again and again," Father Kennedy 


told PARADE, "I hear the same words, 
the same urgent phrases from priests: 
'It is the love of a woman that I need to 
be a whole person, to be a whole man, to 
be a priest in the truest sense.' " 


Did he not believe that celibacy and 


the unmarried state enabled a priest bet- 
ter to love humanity and serve its needs? 
He did not. 


"Remaining virginal of itself doesn't 


guarantee that we will be good, that we 
will love each other deeply. Quite the 
opposite. It often leads to frustration, 
quarreling, even hatred," he said. 


Like many other priests with training 


in psychology, Father Kennedy believes 
that in the future the clergy will consist 
of two groups—married priests and 
celibate priests, each faithful to his 
respective vows. 


MARRIAGE, PAY, INVOLVEMENT 


The Jesuit magazine America devoted 


most of one issue to "Reforms the Priests 
Arc Asking." Articles discussed bluntly 
the marriage question, the need for fi- 
nancial security, the demand for more 
involvement in social issues. 


The magazine pointed out that most 


priests have no set salaries or graded 
scale of increments. The priest lives at 
the mercy of free-will offerings, and 
many arc constantly seeking transfers to 
the "plum" parishes. 


"In numberless dioceses, one article 


declared, "a newly ordained priest re- 
ceives the same salary as a man ordained 
10 or 20 years." 


Whether or not all this dispute is 


good for the church is a matter only 
time can settle. 


Most Catholic clergymen agree — 


some gladly, some reluctantly — that 
changes must take place, that more and 
more inroads against traditional ideas 
and practices will be made, that ultimate- 
ly there will be married priests, greater 
financial security, a whole new pattern 
for the priest of the future. 


Yet almost all agree that the changes 


will be in external, social and traditional 
aspects only and that the deepest mean- 
ings, vocations and faith on which 
Church structure rests will remain un- 
changed. 


"We can debate any subject on earth." 


Msgr. S. J. Adamo, editor of Christian 
Star Herald and a frequent guest on the 
all-night Long John Ncbcl radio show, 
told this writer. "Birth control, labor 
unions, evils of abortion, celibacy or mar- 
riage—anything so long as we do it in 
the light of the sacrcdness of the priest, 
the holiness of his office." 


Monsignor Adamo also pointed out 


that unions have no place in a priest- 
hood dedicated to the concept of sacrifice 
and service. "Reasonable security may be 
desirable—but what worldly security 
could replace the certainty of our faith 
that God provides for our every need?" 


A graying priest at a seminary told me, 


"We have a new soft drink machine 
downstairs. The seminarians insisted, 
fought for it. It stands there gleaming at 
us—the wave of the future." 


But a Jesuit priest and teacher at St. 


Peter's College in Jersey City, Father 
Thomas Wassmer, disagreed. "We arc 
not talking about soft drink machines," 
he insisted. "The debate is not about 
surface comforts—or even tradition. It 
runs far deeper." 


The Jesuit teacher of natural philoso- 


phy and morality added, "How we re- 
solve issues of rebellion and new ideas 
and demands, new concepts 
about 


chastity and .priestly marriage, about 
ecumenical activities—these will deter- 
mine for hundreds of years the destiny of 
the Church, indeed of Christendom it 
self."

"When Henri first meet me, we speak 


only English because F speak not French.

You know Pierre Cardin 
has 10 models. F only one married. 
Frenchmen not so quick propose mar- 
riage. When Henri propose, I really 
honored. I accept quickly. We married 
here in Paris, in Town Hall. Cardin give 
reception in his apartment.

man. F do not work for any other French 
designer no matter how much they pay. 


F slay with Cardin, because he so kind. 


Following her marriage, Hiroko sug- 


gested to her husband that before they 
settled down either in Paris or Tokyo, 
they live together in each city for one 
year. First the) tried Tokyo, then Paris. 
Paris won. "This is most wonderful city 
in world," Hiroko claims, "for attractive 
Japanese woman. Flcre, 1 something spe- 
cial, qnelquechmc exutlijue. In Tokyo 
le snis ordinaire. So we settle in Paris.' I 
work two hours a day for Cardin. All 
other time is mine. F go New York two, 
three times each year. F work for my

"I like model work, not hard, wear 


pretty clothes, sometimes a strain to al- 
ways look best, but F famous enough. Fs 
best for my husband become more 
famous than his wife. Is what F want, his 
success. 


"I work now," Hiroko maintains, "for 


my own pleasure. But I work only until 
babies come. After that who knows? I 
work in Paris five, six years now, but still 
I very Japanese. First come husband and 
family, then Hiroko and modeling." 


Hiroko lives in a small, one-bedroom 


apartment the walls of which are largely 
covered by abstract paintings. She usual- 
ly wears Cardin or Hanamnri clothes. 
Photographers say the bone structure of 
her face is fantastic. She is almost impos- 
sible to photograph poorly from any 
angle. She has a pixy, delightful, ageless 
face, takes direction easily. She earns 
about $25,000 a year, which she says is 
all she really wants or needs. She drives 
a Morris sports car, is 5 feet, 7 inches 
tall, weighs 98 pounds. Most of her 
friends are painters, photographers, 
writers — "creative people." She does 
her own cooking and cleaning and, ac- 
cording to her husband, "is basically 
tranquil and serene and modest. Can 
you imagine," he asks, "what my life 
would be like if she were French and also 
happened In be the best model in F'aris, 
which she is? There would be no living 
with her. She would be a beautiful 
monster. This way she is beautiful both 
inside and out—not only the face but 
also the soul.

A UNIQUE VACATION IN NORWAY PROMISES 
FUN ALONG THE FJORDS

f 
t kind of vacation spot 


seems most appealing in the 
heat of summer? A place 
that promises 
compelling 


new sights and experiences—and is cool! 
The north Norway fjord country near 
here qualifies on both counts. 


The long, straight, steep-sided sea in- 


lets called"fjords"(fee-ords) are found 
at few places on the globe—only in polar 
regions once gouged by glaciers. Nor- 
way's arc among Europe's prime tourist 
attractions. Bordered by farm fields, 
Norway pines and mountains, they help 
create lovely scenery: rich blues and 
greens topped by white frosting in the 
form of clouds and snow-covered peaks. 


Fjord waters welcome 
fishermen, 


M-ater skiers and boaters. Yet the north- 
ern climate, mountain heights and local 
glaciers make mid-summer snow-skiing 
a thriving sport as well. 


The cool clime keeps the summer tem- 


perature to a daily average of 60 degrees. 


To these features can be added basic 


Norway: folk arts and music, smorgas- 
bord, low prices, the legacies of history. 


PARADE tagged along on a fjord vaca- 


tion with U.S. Airman 1/C Sarge Larsen 
and his wife, Annc-Grethc. Sarge, from

Annc-Grethe, 
whom he married in 1963, is a native of 
Oslo. "I know the fjords well," said 
Anne-Grethe. "and I wanted Sarge to 
share the experience." 


SIGHTS EN ROUTE 


The Larscns spent several days at 


Geiranger, the town at the head of 
Geirangcrfjord. As seen in the photos on 
these pages, they had a fine time sight- 
seeing on the way here before plunging 
into the sports and pastimes of the fjord. 


About 90 percent of Norway's tour- 


ism is centered among the fjords.Most of 
the 100,000 Americans who visit this 
land yearly make sure not to miss them. 
The fjords slash inland along a more 
than 300-mile stretch of Atlantic coast, 
are reached by car, bus or steamer. 


There is a wide choice of flights from 


the U.S. to Norway. Icelandic Airlines 
(Loftleidir) offers Scandinavian flavor 
and low rates, via prop-driven aircraft 
that make a stop at Reykjavik, Iceland. 
In Norway there is no language prob- 
lem: English is spoken cvcrj'where. 


Like most American visitors, the Lar- 


sens made Oslo their point of departure 
for the fjord region. They first took the 
one-hour flight west to the beautiful 


city of Bergen and saw Troldhaugen, 
home of composer Edvard Grieg. 


Next, the Larsens flew 150 miles 


north to Alesund, gateway to the fjords. 
They chose to complete their trip by car, 
renting one from Auto Europe for the 
winding, mountain, ferry-assisted drive 
to Gciranger, 65 miles cast. 


At Gciranger, the couple checked into 


a hotel, which cost them 42 kroner 
(about S6) a day for a double room with 
bath, then headed for Djupvatnct glacier 
to ski. Geiranger affords some of the best 
year-round skiing in the world. In sum- 


mer, 
short sleeves and, for the brave, 


shorts are the fashion. 


Next day, the Larscns donned swim 


suits and went water-skiing. Hardy 
sportsmen take a bracing swim, too. 


The Larscns favored smorgasbord 


luncheons that included goat cheese, 
fishballs, flat wheat bread and salty her- 
ring. Dinners, from appetizer to desert, 
cost only about $2 a person. 


Between ski outings, the couple hiked 


and joined a costumed local group in 
folk dances. They drove to the top of 
Dalsnibba peak (elevation 5000 feet) 
for a spectacular view of the fjord, sev- 
eral glaciers and miles of mountains 


Leaving it all behind for workaday 


life in Oslo was a hard prospect to face. 
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The Larsens visited 11th-century church during 
stopover at ancient Bergen en route to the 
fjords. Here they study its rude stone cross. 


Open-air fish market is couple's next stop in 
Bergen. They watch aproned dealer work on 
fresh catch fishermen have just brought him.
